* © © provision has been made for testing accordin, 
to fixed rules the qualifications of persons who may see 


or be proposed for appointment, either permanently or | 


temporarily, to situations or employment in any of His 
Majesty's Civil Establishments, and for regulating the 
conduct of His Majesty's said Civil Establishments and 
the conditions of service therein. 

And whereas it is expedient that so much of the 
aforesaid Orders as is now in force should be consoli- 
dated, with certain amendments, into one Order in 
Council. 

1, Now, therefore, His Majesty, by and with the 
advice of His Privy Council, doth order, and it is hereby 
ordered. that, as from the date of this Order, so much 
of the aforesaid Orders as is now in force shall be 
repealed, and that. the provisions following shall have 
effect in substitution for them :— 

Provided that, such repeal or substitution shall not 
affect the validity of anything done under or by virtue 
of such Orders or any of them, 

Provided also that nothing in this Order shall affect 
any right, privilege, or exemption enjoyed by any 

rson in’ His Majesty’s Civil Establishments under 
Regulations in force at the date of the passing of this 

der. 


PART I. 
Civil Service Commissioners, 


2, Such persons as Ilis Majesty in Council shall have 
approved shall be His Majesty's Civil Service Com- 
missioners (hereinafter calied the Commissioners) for 
testing the qualifications of the persons proposed to be 
appointed to any situation or employment in His 

lajesty's Civil Establishments, and for testing, in con- 


formity with regulations to be from time to time issued | 


by the Army Council, the literary qualifications of 
candidates for admission by means of competitive 
examinations to the Royal Military College at Sand- 
hurst, and to the Royal Military Academy at Woolwich, 
and shall hold their offices during the pleasure of His 
Majesty 5 and shall have power, subject to the approval 
of the Lords Commissioners of His Majesty's Treasury 
(hereinafter called the Treasury), to appoint from time 
to time such assistant examiners and others as may be 
required to assist them in the performance of the 
duties herein assigned to them. 


Provided that any Commissioner appointed for the | 


purposes aforesaid inay, subject to the approval of the 
Treasury previously obtained, by writing under his 
hand, authorize the Secretary for the time being to the 
Civil’Service Commission to act as Commissioner at 
any time during the absence of any of the Com- 
missioners, or during any vacancy among the Com- 
missioners, or for such period during such absence or 
vacancy as may be fixed by such authorization. 

The Secretary, when acting in pursuance of such 
authorization, shall have all powers, duties, and 
authorities assigned by this or any future Order in 
Council to the Commissioners for the time being 
appointed for the purposes aforesaid.

Certificates of Qualification, 


8. Subject to the provisions of Clause 7 of this Order 
and to the exceptions specified in the Schedule marked 
B, appended hereto, the qualifications of all such 
persons as may seek or be proposed for appointment, 
either permanently or temporarily, to any situation 
or employment in any of His Majesty's Civil Rstablish- 
ments shall, before they are so appointed, be tested by 
or under the directions of the said Commissioners ; and 
no person (save as excepted in the said Schedule B) 


| shall be appointed to any such Establishment until a 


Certificate of his qualification shall have been issued 
by the Civil Service Commissioners declaring that he 
has satisfied them— 


Ist, that he is within the limits of age prescribed for 
the situation or employment to which he desires 
to be admitted ; 

2nd, that he is free from any physical defect or 
disease which would be likely to interfere with the 
proper discharge of his duties ; 

3rd, that his character is such as to qualify him for 
such situation or employment ; and 

4th, that he possesses the requisite knowledge and 
ability to enter on the discharge of his duties, 


Rules to be settled iy Conmeioners and Heads of 
artmen' 


4, The rules applicable to each Establishment (herein- 
after called Department) under each of the above 
heads shall be settled, subject to the approval of the 
Treasury, by the Commissioners and the Head of the 
Department. 


Competitive Examinations. 


5. Save as hereinafter is excepted, all appointments 
which it may be necessary to make to any of the 
situations in the Departments included in Schedule A 
appended hereto, or any other situations included or to 
be included in that Schedule, shall be made by means 
of competitive examinations, according to regulations 
framed or to be from time to time frained by the Com- 
missioners, and approved by the Treasury, open to all 
persons (of the requisite age, health, character, and 
other qualifications prescribed in the said regulations) 
who may be desirous of attending the same, subject. to 
the payinent of such fees as may be prescribed under 
this Order, or may have already been prescribed under 
the Orders of 4th June, 1870, aud of 22nd March, 1879, 
now repealed. Such examinations shall be held at 
such periods, and for such situations or groups of situa- 
tions, as the Commissioners, with the approval of the 
Treasury, shall have from time to time determined, 
and shall’ have reference, as the Commissioners, after 
consultation with the Head of the Department c 
cerned and with the approval of the Treasury, may 
deem expedient, either to the vacancies existing at 
the time of the examination, or to the number of 
vacancies which may be estimated as likely to occur 
within any period not exceeding six months after the 
commencement of the examination, or to such vacancies 
occurring within any period not exceedingsix months 
from the date of the announcement of the result of 
the examination as the Head of the Department may 
desire to have so filled. 
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Probation. 


6. After the candidate has passed his examination 
and his certificate of qualification has been issued by 
the Commissioners, he shall enter on a period of pro- 
bation of one year or such extended period not exceed- 
ing two years in all as may be prescribed by the Head 
of his Department. During this time his conduct and 
capacity shall be subjected to such tests as may be 
<letermined by the Head of his Department, and he 
shall not be finally appointed to the Public Service un- 
less and until his probation shall have furnished to the 
‘Head of his Department satisfactory proof of his litness. 


Special Qualifications. Certificates may be granted 
without examination. 


7. In case the Head of a Department to which a 
situation belongs and the Treasury shall consider that 
the qualifications in respect of knowledge and ability 
deemed requisite for such situation are wholly or in 
part professional, or otherwise peculiar, and not ordin- 
arily to be acquired in the Civil Service, and the Head 
of the Department shall propose to appoint thereto a 
person who has acquired such qualifications in other 
pursuits, or in case the Head of the Department. and 
the Treasury shall consider that it would be for the 
public interest that the prescribed examination and the 
rules in regard to age should be wholly or partially 
dispensed with, the Commissioners may, if they thin 
fit, dispense with such examination, wholly or partially, 
and with such rules in regard to age, and may grant 
their certificate of qualification upon evidence satisfac- 
tory to them that the said person is fully qualified in 
respect of age, health, character, and knowledge and 
ability. 


Salary and Increments of Persons Employed before 
is Obtaining Certificate. is 


8. When a person has been selected for appointment 
to an office in any Department, and the state of busi- 
ness in that Department makes it necessary that he 
should enter upon his duties before the issue in his 
favour of a certificate by the Commissioners, the 
‘Treasury may, if they think proper, direct that his 
salary shall be payable from the date on which he com- 
mences the discharge of his duties, provided that they 
are satisfied that the delay in the issue of the certificate 
is owing wholly to causes beyond his control. If such 
person is on @ scale of salary, the first incremental 
period of such scale shall be reckoned from the date on 
which his salary became payable, provided that a certifi- 
cate shall in the meanwhile have been issued by the 
Commissioners. 


Examination Fees. 


9. Fees shall be paid of such amount, in such manner, 
and at such times, by persons attending examinations 
held by the Commissioners, or certificated by them 
under Clause 7 of this Order, as they, with the approval 
of the Treasury, have prescribed, or shall from time to 
time prescribe, by notice published by them in the 
+ London Gazette.” 

The Commissioners may, with the like approval, 
exempt from the payment of fees such classes of persons 
as they may think fit to exempt. Every such exemp- 
tion shall be published in the ‘ London Gazette.” 

The Commissioners, with the like approval, may, by 
notice in the “ London Gazette,” cancel any preceding 
notice therein, or any part thereof, and may by such 
or by any further notice vary the amount of the fees 
to be paid by persons attending examinations held by 
them, or the manner, or the time, of paying such fees, 
‘or the classes of persons required to pay them, or 
exempted from paying them. 


Appointments to be Gazetted. 
110. All appointments and promotions with respect to 


which certificates have been issued by the Commis- 
sioners and all assignments and transfers of Second 
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| Division Clerks shall be published by the Commissioners 
in the ‘‘ London Gazette.” 


Situations Ezcepted from Operation of this Part. 


11, The situations included in the Schedule marked 
| B, hereto appended, shall be wholly excepted from the 

operation of this Part of this Order. 

Provided that the Head of any Department, with the 
approval of the Treasury, may from time to time, by 
notice in the “London Gazette.” add situations to 
either of the said Schedules, marked A and B respec- 
tively, or Withdraw situations therefrom.

Treasury may Inquire into Pay and Numlers of 
‘Departments, 


12. It shall be competent for the Treasury to direct, 
should they see cause, that inquiry be made at intervals 
of not less than five years into the pay and numbers of 
of officers employed by any Department of State. 


Attendance Book. 
13, Attendance Books shall be kept in every Depart- 


| ment for the purpose of recording the times of arrival 
and departure of persons employed therein. 


Seven Hours’ Daily Attendance. 
Half-holiday. 


Alternate Saturday 


14, Officers are required to attend not less than seven 
hours a day, but they shall be allowed a half-holiday on 
alternate Saturdays, provided that the Head of their 
Department is satisfied that the progress of public 
business will not be prejudiced thereby. 


Compulsory Retirement. 


15. It shall be competent for the Head of any Depart- 
ment to call upon any officer of such Department to 
retire at any time after reaching the age of sixty on 
such pension as by the length of his service he, is 
qualified to receive. 

Retirement shall be compulsory for every officer on 
attaining sixty-five years of age. But in special cases 
the Treasury may, at the instance of the Head of a 
| Department, extend an officer's employment for a 
| further period, not exceeding five years, on being satis- 
| fied that such ‘officer's retirement at sixty-five would 
be detrimental to the interests of the Public Service. 


Candidates for Seats in House of Commons to Resign 
ice. 


16. Any officer seeking a seat in the House of 
Commons shall resign his office so soon as he issues his 
| address to the electors, or in any other manner publicly 
announces himself as a candidate. 


Management of Societies, Companies, &c. 


17. No officer shall be allowed to accept any part in 
the management of any society, or any trading, com- 
mercial, industrial, or financial firm or company which 
would require the attendance of such officer at any 
time between the hours of 10 a.m, and 6 p.m. 
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Increments Not Allowed Without Certificates of Approved 
Service. 


18. Anannual increment of salary shall not be allowed 
to any officer at the date at which it would in ordinary 


course become due without a certificate from his | 


immediate superior, countersigned by the Head of the 
Department, or such person as he may designate for the 
purpose, to the effect that the service of such officer 
during the year preceding the date of such certificate 
has been approved. 

Provided that, if, at the date when the increment 
would in ordinary course become due, the certificate 
cannot be given, the Head of the Department may 
specify a period from the expiration of which, if the 
officer's service in the meanwhile has been approved, 
the increment may be allowed, and may from time to 
time extend the period so fixed. If the officer's service 
after the grant of the deferred increment shall continue 
satisfactory, the Head of the Department may, if and 
when he thinks fit, increase the salary to an amount: 
not exceeding that at which it would have stood if no 
increment had been withheld or deferred. Every such 
increase shall be reported to the Comptroller and 
Auditor-General. 


Sick Leave, 


19. Sick leave may be granted to any officer by the 
Head of his Department, subject to the following condi- 
tions, viz. :— 

(1.) After two days’ continuous absence, a certificate 
by a duly qualified medical practitioner shall be 
furnished stating the cause of such absence. 

(2.) If the number of days during which any officer is 
absent in any year without such medical certificate 
shall exceed seven in the aggregate, the number of 
days of absence in excess of seven shall be deducted 
from the amount of ordinary annual holidays 
which may be allowed under this Order. 

(&) Continuous sick leave on full pay shall not be 
granted for any period longer than six months, but 
at the expiration of such six months the Head of 
the Department may at his discretion grant further 
leave on half-pay for any period not exceeding six 
months. After twelve months’ continuous sick 
leave, no officer shall receive any salary, except 
with ‘the consent of the Treasury, who may, in 
special circumstances, allow payment of salary to 
an officer during any further period of sick leave at 
a rate not exceeding the amount of pension (if any) 
for which, at the expiration of twelve months’ sick 
leave, the officer would have been qualified. 

(4.) When the sick leave granted to any officer shall 
have amounted in the aggregate to twelve months 
during any period of four years or less, and it is 
desired to grant to him any further sick leave 
during such’ period, the case shall be reported to 
the Treasury, who ‘shall decide what payment (if 
any) shall be made to him in respect of salary 
during such further sick leave.

Promotion, 


20, Promotion of officers to whom Part III of this 
Onder applies from one class to another shall be strictly 
according to merit, and shall take place subject to the 
following conditions :— 


(1.) That there is a vacancy in the higher class which, 
under the arrangements sanctioned for the time 
being by the Treasury, it is competent for the Head 
of the Department to fill; 
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(2.) That the work of the Department requires such 

vacancy to be filled ; 

(3.) That the officer proposed for promotion has been 
reported by the Head of his Department or Branch 
as fit to discharge the duties of the higher office. 


Annual Holidays, 


21, The ordinary annual holidays allowed to officers 
to whom Part II of this Order applies shall not exceed 
thirty-six week-days during each of their first ten years 
of service and forty-eight week-days thereafter, ex- 
clusive in all cases of Christmas Day, Good Friday, the 
King’s Birthday, and (subject to the requirements of 
the Public Service) Bank Holidays: Provided that 
nothing in this clause shall affect the rights of existing 
officers who, under the regulations in force before the 
15th day of August, 189), in the respective Depart- 
ments in which they were then serving, are entitled to 
holidays in excess of those herein prescribed. 


PART IV. 


Cuapter I, 


RULES APPLICABLE TO THE SeEconD Division oF His 
Masesty’s CIviL SERVIOR. 


Constitution, 


22. The Second Division of the Civil Service, as 
hitherto constituted, shall continue and shall consist 
of Clerks engaged to serve in any Department of the 
Civil Service to which they may from time to time 
be appointed or transferred. 

23, No Department of the Civil Service shall be per- 
manently increased or regulated afresh without pro- 
vision being made that such of its duties as are of a 
suitable character shall be performed by Clerks of the 
Second Division or other officers of a rank below that 
Division. 

24, No vacancies shall be filled nor any new appoint 
ments made in any Department, except by appointing 
Clerks of the Second Division, or other officers of a rank 
below that Division, until the Treasury have been 
satisfied that the number of officers serving in such 
Department with salaries higher than those of the 
Second Divison will not be excessive. 


CuapTer II. 


RULES APPLICABLE ONLY TO CLERKS OF THE SECOND 
DIVISION WHO HAVE NOT BEEN PLACED ON THE 
ScaLE OF SALARY PRESCRIBED BY CLAUSE 28 OF 
THIs ORDER. 


Salaries, 


25, The salaries of Clerks of the Second Division to 
whom this Chapter applies shall commence at 70/. per 
annum, and shall rise by annual Increments, as follows, 
viz, :— 


From 70/. to 100/., by annual increments of 5/. 
From 100/. to 190/., by annual increments of 7/. 10s. 
From 19v/, to 250/., by annual increments of 10/. 


The Higher Grade of the Second Division, with 
salaries commencing at 280/. per annum, and rising by 
annual increments of 10/. to 350/., shall’ continue only 
for Clerks to whom this Chapter applies. 

26, When the salary of any Clerk to whom this 
Chapter applies reaches 100/.; a special report, to he 
officially recorded in writing, on his competence, 
character, and diligence shall be required from the lead 
of the room and from the Head of the Branch in which 
the Clerk is serving or has served; and until this 
report is received and countersigned by the Head of the 
Department as satisfactory the Clerk shall not receive 
any further advance in salary. 

When the salary of any Clerk to whom this Chapter

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applies reaches 190/., he shall not receive any further 
increment unless he obtains a report, to be officially 
recorded in writing, from his immediate superiors, 
confirmed by the f 
thoroughly competent to perform efficiently work of a 
superior character. 


Promotion to Higher Grade. 


27. Promotion to the Higher Grade, mentioned in 
Clause 25 of this Order, shall be made according to 
merit, and not according to seniority. 

A promotion to the said Higher Grade shall be made 
whenever any Clerk who remains on the scale of salary 
prescribed by Clause 24 shall reach a salary of 250/. if 
there be a Clerk qualitied for and deserving of such 
promotion ; but the Head of a Department may at any 
time recommend, and the Treasury may sanction, as @ 
very exceptional case, the promotion to the Higher 
Grade of a specially meritorious Clerk remaining on the 
scale of salary prescribed by Clause 2) who is in receipt 
of a salary less than 250/.

sive in all cases of Christmas Day, Good Friday, the 
King’s Birthday, and (subject to the requirements of 
the Public Service) Bank Holiday: 

Provided that nothing in this clause shall affect the 
rights of existing Clerks who, under the regulations 
in force before the 2ist day of March, 1890, in the 
respective Departinents in which they were then 
serving, are entitled to holidays in excess of those 
herein prescribed. 


‘Special Increments, 


33, Notwithstanding anything contained in7Clause 
25 and Clause 28 of this Order, the Treasury may,

salary of any Clerk who, having served for not less 
than’six years in the Second Division, is reported to 
be exceptionally meritorious. 


Appointment to Clerkship in same Department. 


34. Any Clerk who is or who has been a Second

Minor Staff Clerkship. 


35. Any Clerk of the Second Division appointed to 
a Minor Staff clerkship the maximum salary of which 
does not exceed 350. per annum shall ‘be, in all 
respects other than that of salary, subject to the 
regulations governing the Second Division ; and if 
the maximum of the Minor Staff clerkship is less than 
3502. may, at such time after he has attained the said 
maximum as the Treasury may decide, be placed upon

43, A Second Division Clerk shall be regarded as 
accepted by a Department to which he has been 
assigned for permanent service, when he has com- 
pleted twelve months’ continuous service in that 
Department, unless the Commissioners are informed 
by the Head of his Department that he has not afforded 
satisfactory proof of his fitness in accordance with the 
provisions of Clause 6 of this Order. 

‘A Second Division Clerk shall not, except for grave 
misconduct, be rejected on probation till he has served 
for at leust three months in the Department to which 
he has been assigned. 
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If a Second Division Clerk is rejected on probation 
by the Department to which he hes been assigned, the 

lead of the Department shall report to the Gom- 
missioners the reason for his rejection; and the Com- 
missioners shall decide whether the rejected Clerk 
shall be finally discharged, or shall be re-assigned. for 
service in another Department. 

In the event of a rejected Second Division Clerk 
being reassigned as aforesaid, the Cominissionere 
shall decide whether his previous service should be 
reckoned, with or without conditions, towards inore- 
ment of salary.

time to time prescribed by the Treasury, 

45. An established Civil Servant of a rank below the 
Second Division may be appointed to that Division on 
the ground of special merit with a certificate from the 
Commissioners under Clause 7 of this.Order. But such 
certificate shall only be granted exceptionally after not 
less than six years’ established service (towards which 
not less than one year’s and not more than two years” 
approved service as Registered Boy Clerk may be 
allowed to reckon), upon a recommendation from the 
Head of the Department and with the approval of the 
Treasury. Whenever such an appointment is made, 
the Treasury may allow the person appointed to enter:

Female Typists in Government Departments :— 


1, Appointment. 


‘Tho Head of a Department, with whom the selection 
of candidates rests, on a vacancy occurring, submits to | 
the Civil Service Commissioners the name or names of 
one or more ladies. The Civil Service Commissioners | 
satisfy themselves as to the character and health of | 
the candidates so selected, and examine them in the 
following subjects:— 

1. Writing; 

2. Spelling ; 

3. English Composition ; 

4. Copying manuscript ; 

5. Arithmetie (first four rules, simple and com- | 
pound, including English weights and 
measures, and Reduction); 

6. Typewriting. 

All candidates must pass in the above six subjects. 

{Shorthand may be added if required by the 
Department by which the candidate has been | 
nominated.] 

The limits of ago are from 18 to 30. 

If more candidates than one are presented by the 
Department, she who passes the best examination 
obtains the appointment.

The service of a woman typist ceases as a matter of 
course on marriage, but it is open to the Head of the 
Department, with’ the consent of the Treasury, to

(1.) CONSULAR ACT, SO FAR AS RELATES TO CHURCHES, HOSPITALS, CHAPELS, 
BURIAL GROUNDS, AND CHAPLAINS.* 
6 Geo. IV. c. 87—July 5, 1825. 


Provision for support of churches and chapels, &e., in 
foreiym ports and places where a chaplain is appointed 
and maintained by subscription ; Consuls authorized to 
advance for such purpose @ sum equul to the amount 
subscribed. 


10. And whereas churches and chapels for the per- 
formance of divine service according wo the rites and 
ceremonies of the United Church of England and Ireland, 
or of the Chureh of.Scotland, have been erected, and proper 
grounds have beem appropriated and set apart for the inter- 
ment of the dead, in divers foreign ports and places, and 
Chaplains have been appointed for the performance of 
divine service in the said churches and chapels, and are 
now resident in such foreign ports and places; and it is 
expedient to afford encouragement for the support of the 
churches and chapels so ereoted as aforesaid, and tu 

yromote the erection of other churches and chapels in 
foreign ports and places to which His Majesty's subjects 
may resort, and wherein they may be resident in consider- 
able numbers, for the purposes of trade or otherwise: Be it 
therefore enacted, That at any foreign port or place in 
which a Chaplain is now or shall at any future time be 
resident and regularly employed in the celebration of 
divine service according to the rites und ceremonics of 
the United Chureb. of England and Ireland, or of the 
Church of Scotland, and maintained by any voluntary 
subscription or rate levied among or upon His Majesty's 
subjects resorting to or residing at such foreign port or 
place, or by any rate or duty levied under the authority of 
any of the Acts hereinafter repealed, it shall and may be 
lawful for any Consul-General or Consul, in obedience to 
any order for that purpose issued by His Majesty through 
one of his Principal Secretaries of State, to advance and 
pay from time to time, for and towards the maintenance 
and support of any such Chaplain as aforesaid, or for and 
towards defraying the expenses incident to the due celebra- 
tion of divine service in any such churches and chapels, or 
for and towards the maintaining any such burial grounds 
as aforesaid, or for and towards the interment of any of 
His Majesty's subjects in any such burial grounds, any 
sum or sums of money not exceeding in any one yeur the 
amount of the sum or sums of money which during that 
year may have been raised at such port or place for the 
said several purposes or any of them, by any such volun- 
tary subscription or rate as aforesaid; and every such 
Consul-General or Consul shail, once in each year, transmit 
to one of His Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State an 
account, made up to the Thirty-first day of December in 
the year next preceding, of all the sume of money actually 
raised at any such port or place as aforesaid, for the 
several purposes aforesaid, or any of them, by any such 
voluntary subscription or rate as aforesaid, and of all sums 
of money by him actually paid and expended for such 
purposes or any of them, in obedience to any such Orders 
as aforesaid, and which accounts shall by such Principal 
Secretary of State be transmitted to the Treasury, who 
shall give to any such Consul-General or Consul as sfore- 
said credit for all sums of money not excecding the amount 
aforesaid, by them disbursed and expended in pursuance of 
any such Order as aforesaid, for the pi poses before men- 
tioned, or any of them. 


Where voluntary contributions towards erecting churches, 
hospitals, or providing burial grounds, in any place 
ahere Consuls are resident, such Consuls are authorised 
to advance a sum equal to the amount of such contribu- 
tions. 


11. In case any of His Majesty's subjects shall. by 
voluntary subscriptions among themselves raise and 
contribute such a sum of money as shall be requisite 
for defraying one half part of the expense of erecting, 
purehasing, or hiring any church or chapel or building, 
to be appropriated for the celebration of divine ser. 
vice according to the rites and ceremonies of the United 
Church of England and Ireland, or of the Church of 
Scotland, or for defraying one half part of the expense of 
erecting, purchasing, or hiring any building tc be used as 
a hospital for the reception of His Majesty's subjecta, orfor 
defraying one half of the expense of purehasing or hiring 
any ground to be used as a place of interment fer His 
Majesty's subjects, at any foreign port orplace wherein ang 
Consul-General or Consul appointed by His Majesty shald

aforesaid shall in like manner once in every year transmit 
to one of His Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State an 
account, made up to the Thirty-first day of December in 
the year next preceding, of all the sums of money actually 
raised at any such. port or place as aforesaid, for the severa? 
purposes aforesaid or any of them, by any such voluntary 
subscription as aforesaid, and of all sams of money by him 
actually paid and expended for such purposes or any of 
them, in obedience to any such Orders as aforesaid, and 
which accounts shall by such Principal Secretary of State 
be transmitted to the Treasury, who shall give to such 
Consuls-General or Consuls credit for all sums of money, 
not exceeding the amount aforesaid, by him disbursed 
and expended in pursuance of any such Order aa afore- 
said, for the purposes before mentioned, or any of them.

12, Provided always, That no such Order shall be 
issued ae aforesaid through any of His Majesty's 
Principal Secretaries of State authorizing tne expendi- 
ture of moxey for the erection, purchase, or hiring 
of any such new church or chapel or hospital as afore- 
said, or for the purehase or hiring of any such new 
burial ground as aforesaid; unless and until such Consul- 
General or Consul shall first have transmitted to His 
Majesty, through one of His Majesty’s Principal Secretaries 
of State, the plan of such intended church or chapel, 
hospital, or burial ground, with an estimate, upon the oath 
of some one or more competent person or persons, stating 
the probable expense of and incident to the erection 
purchase, or hiring of any such church, chapel, hospita 
or burying ground as aforesaid, and unless and unti!

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Majesty shall have signified, through one of His suid 
Principal Secretaries of State, his approbation of the said 
plan and estimate: Provided also, that no money shall 
actually be disbursed by any such Consul-General or 
Consul as aforesaid, for any of the purposes aforesaid, 
unless and until the money to be raised by any such 
voluntary subscription as aforesaid be actually paid upand 
invested in some public or other sufficient security, in the

General meetings may establish rules for the management 
of such churches, e., subject to the sanction of the Consul, 
who shall transmit the same sor His Majesty's appro- 
bation.

(2) ACT OF PARLIAMENT TO AMEND THE LAW RELATING TO THE SALARIES

Salaries of Consular Officers. 


1.—(1.) There may be granted to a consular officer, out 
of money provided by Parliament, such remuneration and 
allowance for expenses as may from time to time be fixed 
by a Secretary of State with the approval ‘of the Treasury. 

(2.) Such remuneration and allowance shall be received 
by a consular officer so long only as he actually discharges 
the duties of his office: Provided that if a consular officer 
is absent from his post with the sanction of the Secretary 
‘of State, he may receive the whole or euch part of the 
remuneration or allowance accruing during his leave of 
absence as the Secretary of State with the approval of the 
Treasury may by regulation direct, 


Power to fiz Consular Fees. 


2,—(1,) It shall be lawful for Her Majesty the Queen, 
by Order in Council, to fix the fees to be taken in respect 
of any matter or thing done by a consular officer in the 
execution of his office, and to vary such fees by way of 
increase or decrease, and to abolish fees, and to create new 
fees. 

(2.) All such fees shall be levied, accounted for, and 
applied, and may be remitted, in accordance with ‘regu- 
lations issued by the Secretary of State with the approval 
of the Treasury. 

(3.) A consular officer shall not, save as may be provided 
by any Order in Conneil under this Actask for ortake any 
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fee or reward for or on account of any act, thing, or 
service done, performed, or rendered by him in the 
execution of his office, and if he does. he shall without 
prejudice to any other liability, be liable for each offence 
to a fine not exceeding one hundred pounds, recoverab!e 
in the High Court, by information on the part of Her 
Majesty'sJAttorney-General. 

(4.) Tables of the fees which may, for the time being, be 
taken under any Order in Council issued in pursuance of 
this Act shall be published and exhibited in a conspicuous 
manner for the inspection of all persons at the custom- 
houses of the United Kingdom; and a printed copy thereof 
shall be given by every chief officer of customs, at a 
port of the United Kingdom, gratuitously to every master 
of a vessel clearing out of that port who requests the same, 

(5.) Every consular officer shall hang up and exhibit in 
a conspicuous place in his consular office a copy of the 
table of fees to be taken under any Order in Council issued 
in pursuance of this Act. and shall permit the same to be 
inspected by any person interested therein,

PRESENT: 
The Queen’s Most Excellent Majesty in Council. 


Waennas, by an Order in Council made on the 15th 
August, 1890, Her Majesty was pleased to make certain 
regulations in order to secure greater uniformity in the 
rules governing officers of higher rank than the Second 
Division in the several Departments of the Civil Service : 

And whereas it is expedient that similar Regulations, 
so far as circumstances admit, should be made with 
respect to pensionable officers in the Consular Service of 
Her Majesty: 

Now, therefore, Her Majesty, by and with the advice 
of Her Privy Council, is pleased to order, and it is hereby 
ordered as follows :— 

1, This Order shall apply to all such Consular Officers 
and other persons employed in or in connection with the 
Consular Service as are entitled to receive superannuation 
allowances under the Superannuation Acts, 1834 to 1892,* 
and any Acts amending those Acts. 

2. Except in the case of officers appointed by Commis- 
sion from Her Majesty, every person hereafter certificated 
by the Civil Service Commissioners for appointment to 
the Consular Service shall be subject to a strict probation 
for a period of two years, during which bis conduct and 
capacity in the transaction of business shall be subject to 
such tests as may be determined by the Secretary of State, 
and he shall not be finally appointed to the Consular 
Service unless his probation shull furnish to the Secretary 
of State satisfactory proof of his fitness to be permanently 
employed in the Consular Service. 

8. Promotion of officers in the Consular Service shall 
be strictly according to merit, and shall take place subject 
tu the following condition: 

(1) That there is a vacancy which, under the arrange- 

ments sanctioned for the time being by the 


Commissioners of the Treasury, it 1s competent 
for the Secretary of State to till up; 

(2.) That the work of the Consular Service requires 
such vacancy to be filled up; 

(8.) That the ofticer proposed for promotion appears to 
the Secretary of Scate to be fit to discharge the 
duties of the higher office. 

4, Every officer hereatier appointed to the Consular 
Service shall be required to retire at the age of 65 on such 
pension as by the iength of his service he is qualitied to 
receive. 

Officers heretofore appointed to the Consular Service 
shall be required to retire at the age of 70. 

Jf in any special case the Secretary of Stateis satisfed 
that the retirement of an officer would be detrimental to 
the interests of the public service. he may, with the 
concurrence of the Commissioners of the Treasury, from 
time to time extend that officer's employment for such 
period or periods, not exceeding five years, ax he may 
determine. 

Nothing in this Article shall affect any existing power 
of the Secretary of State to require any officer to retire 
from the Consular Service if he has ceased, from what- 
ever cause, to be fully competent for the performance of 
hia duties, 

5, The Consular Service shall be governed by such 
instructions as may from time to time be issued by a 
Secretary of State, with the approval, in so far as such 
instructions may affect the expenditure of public funds 
or the receipt and application of fees, of the Commis- 
sioners of the Treasury. 

6. This Order may be cited as ‘‘The Consular Service 
Order in Council, 1896,"

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REGULATIONS for the DIPLOMATIC SERVICE.* 


Period of Service of Attachés.t 


1. The services of Attachés will reckon from the date 
of the certificate granted by the Civil Service Commis- 
sioners, and will be considered as probationary for two 
years from that date, during which period the Attachés 
tust have been employed in the Foreign Office, and 
must also have actually resided at one of His Majesty’s 
Embassies or Missions abroad, or have been actually 
employed in the Foreign Office for such a time as in 
the aggregate will make up the requisite period, ex- 
Glusive of any leave of absenee. The time, however, 
necessarily employed in journeys to and from their posts 
will be allowed to count towards the completion of the 
required term. If these conditions asto employment and 
residence have not been fulfilled at the expiration of two 
years from the date of the certificate of the Civil Service 
Commissioners, the probationary period will be prolonged 
until they have been fulfilled. 


Commissions as Third Secretaries. Salary of 


£160 a-year. 


2. Commissionsas Third Secretaries under His Majesty's 
Sign-Manual will be granted to Attachés on the termina- 
tion of the probationary period, and on the fulfilment 
of the conditions specified in the present Regulations, 
together with a Salary at the rate of 150/. a-year; pro- 
vided that their general character and conduct, during 
the time they have served, have been satisfactory ; and 
that the Ambassador or Minister under whom they have 
last served certifies that, as far as he has the means of 
forming an opinion, they understand and speak French 
well,and also one other foreign language. 


Allowance of £100 a year for Knowledge of 
Public Law. 


3. Third Secretaries who may after examination satisfy 
the Civil Service Commissioners that they 
competent knowledge of public law, will rec 
serving in that class an additional allowance of 100/.a-year. 
Those who may be desirous of being so examined should 
apply to the Foreign Office, which will make urrangements 
with the Civil Service Commissioners for their examination. 
[See also page 91.] 


Firat and Second Secretaries. 


4. First and Second Secretaries will together consti- 
tute an intermediate Class between 3rd Secretaries and 
Councillors. They will receive a minimum salary of 
8002. a-year, increasing by 20/. a-year until it reaches 
& maximum of 500/. a-year. But Secretaries at those 
Posts to which a higher salary than 300/. a-yearis assigned 
will not receive this annual increment until they shall 
be entitled by length of service to a salary greater than 
that so assigned, 

All Second Secretaries, after completing seven years’ 
service in that rank, will, if recommended by the Head 
of their Mission, be eligible for Commissions as First 
Secretaries, wherever they may be employed. This pro- 
motion will give them no claim to outfit allowances, or 
to any special rate of remuneration, and they will con- 
tinue to be responsible for all the details of the Chancery 
work, 


Special Allowance of £100 a-year for Languages. 


5. Any Councillor or Secretary, or Attaché who shall be 
reported by the head of the Mission in which he is em- 
ployed, to have passed an examination and to possess a 
competent knowledge, colloquial or otherwise, for ordirt- 


ary purposes, of the Russian, Turkish, Persian, Arabic, 
Japanese, Chinese, or Amharic language, while serving 
in any country where such language is vernacular, shall 
receive a special allowance of 100s. a-year, over and 
above any other salary or allowance of which he may 
be in receipt. 


Employment of Secretaries and Attachés. 


6. Secretaries and Attachés may, at the discretion of 
the Secretary of State, be appointed indiscriminately to 
serve either in an Embassy or Mission, without reference 
to their previous employment in one ot other of them. 

Councillors in His Majesty's Diplomatic Service will be" 
appointed to all Embassies, to the Legations at Peking, 
Tehran, Cairo, and Darmstadt, and to the Consulate- 
General at Budapest. 


Period of Service in the same Embassy or Mission. 


7. Secretaries and Attachés, as a general rule, will 
not be employed for more’ than two years in the 
same Embassy or Mission, exclusive of the periods 
during which they may have been absent onleave. But the 
Secretary of State reserves to himeelf full power to extend 
the term beyond two years in every case in which he 
judges that there are special public reasons for so doing. 


Rules as to persons who are placed “ en dis- 
ponibilité.” 

8. Members of the Diplomatic Service may be placed 
en disponibilité for a period not exceeding one year on 
the production of a medical certificate to the satisfaction 
of the Secretary of State, or on sufficient reagon bein; 
given to justity the Secretary of State in giving his 
sanction. This period may be extended for a further 
term of one year, at the expiry of which the member of 
the Diplomatic Service will have to return to duty, 
provided there is a vacancy available for the purpose. 
In cases of ill-health a medical certificate will be re- 
quired which shall satisfy the Secretary of State that he 
is fit to resume his duties and without the prospect of 
their further interruption, Failing his ability to produce 
such a certificate, he will have to retire from the Service. 


Members of the Diplomatic Service to go to any Posts 
to which they may be Appointed. 


9. It is to be distinetly understood that all the 
Members of the Diplomatic Service are expected to 
take their turn in whatever part of the world their 
services may be required, and that every Councillor, 
Secretary, or Attaché, whether married or unmarried, 
must be prepared to go to the post at which the 
requirements of the Public Service demand his presence, 
and to which he may be appointed. 


May be required to carry Despatches. 


10. In the case of any journey of which the expense is 
to be allowed, all Councillors, Secretaries and Attachés 
will be bound totake charge of despatches, if required, 
and in that case they will be expected to perform the 
journey without delaying on the road. 


Travelling Expenses. 


11, Councillors, First, Second, and Third Secretaries, 
and Attachés will, on their first appointment, or on any 
subsequent removal for promotion or other public reason, 
be allowed their travelling expenses by land, or the 
amount of their passages by sea, either from England to

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their post, or from one foreign post to another (in the 
case of Councillors and of First and Second Secretaries 
the like expenses will be allowed to them for one servant, 
if they have one)*; and they will further receive a sub- 
sistence allowance for themselves, but not for their 
servant, at the rate of 1. a-day, while travelling by land, 
and by sea if subsistence is not included in the passage 
money. In the event of a passage being afforded to 
Councillors, Secretaries, or Attachés on board one of His 
Majesty's ships: of war, the allowances made will be in 
conformity with the Admiralty regulations. 


The families of Councillors, Third Secretaries, or | 


Attachés have no claim in respect of their travelling 
expenses and subsistence. A First or Second Secretary 
may charge one-third of the travelling expenses of his 
wife and children, the number being limited to four 
persons in each case. One-third of the usual subsistence 
allowance will algo be paid for each member of the family 
as above limited, except on journeys by sea in which 
subsistence is included in the passage money. These 
provisions apply only to first appointments and to autho- 
rized removals. No allowance will be made to members 
of the Diplomatic Service in respect of journeys under- 
taken in pursuance of leave of absence or for any other 
private reason. 


Interchange of Employment between Secretaries, and 
Junior Clerks in the Foreign Office. 

12. The Secretary of State, should he see occasion, 
will, for the advantage of the Public Service, allow 
Secretaries and Attachés to interchange for a time 
their duties with Clerks of the two Junior Classes 
in the Foreign Office; the several’parties being bound, 
for the whole period through which the interchange 
extends in every respect to perform the duties and to 
submit to the obligations attaching to the situation which 
they may temporarily occupy. 

‘The Secretary of State will, moreover, if he sees reason 
to do so, direct such temporary interchange of duties to 
be made, irrespective of the wishesof the parties, between 
Secretaries or Attachés and Clerks in the Foreign 
Office; or he will direct such persons to be employed 
for a time, at home or abroad, without any interchange. 

In the case of temporary interchanges between Secre- 
taries and Clerks, they will rank, in the Embassy or 
Mission, and Foreign Office, as the case may be, during 
the period for which the interchange shal! last, accord- 
ing to the date of their entry into the Foreign Office or 
Diplomatic Service respectively, subject to the reserva- 
tion, in the case of membera of the Diplomatic Service 
exchanging into the Foreign Office, that no Secretary shall 
rank above a Senior Clerk or Acting Senior Clerk. and 
that no Secretary below the rank of First Secretary shall 
rank above an Assistant Clerk. 

Junior Clerks who may be permanently transferred to 
the Diplomatic Service, or who may be temporarily em- 
ployed in a Special or in an Ordinary Embassy or Mission, 
will receive Commissions as First, Second, or Third 
Secretaries, as the Secretary of State may determine. In

Acting Commissions. 


Promotion and Appointments to High Diplomatic 
Posts. 


18, The Secretary of State reserves to himself the 
power to recommend to the King to name any person, 
even though not in the Diplomatic Service, for the 
higher and more responsible posts in it; and, generallv, 
in regard to all promotions whatever in the Diplomatic 
Service, the Secretary of State wil, not be restricted by 
claims founded on seniority or membership of the profes- 
sion from making any such selection as on hia own re- 
sponsibility he may deem right. 


Duration of Appointments of Heads of Missions. 
Retirement at the age of 70. 

14. The duration of the appointments of Heads of 
Missions at Foreign Courts shall not exceed, though it 
may be less than, five years. At the expiration of five 
yeare the question of an extension of the appointment for 
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a specified term not exceeding five years, of transfer to 
another Mission, or of retirement, will be considered by 
the Secretary of State. An appointment may be renewed 
more than once, if this appears to the Secretary of State 
to be desirable on public grounds. Members of the 
Diplomatic Service, on attaining the age of 70 years, 
shall be retired on the pension for which their services 
may qualify them. 


Deductions to be made from Salaries of Heads of 
Missions on Leave of Absence. 

15. With a view to relieve the Heads of Missions on 
leave of absence on private grounds, the period of 
sixty days of ordinary leave will reckon from their 
arrival in this country only, but the deduction from 
their salaries required to provide for the allowances 
of the Acting Chargé d’Affaires, according to the 
Regulations which may be in force at the time 
being, will date from thelr departure from their 
posts. On the expiration of the above period of sixty 
days the deduction will be at the rate of one-half of 
their salaries. Such period of sixty days may either 
be one of sixty consecutive days, or of sixty days oc- 
curring at intervals in the course of one year beginning 
on the ist of January and ending on the lst of December. 
But Heads of Missions to whom, on the ground of their 
having remained uninterruptedly at their poste during 
the year preceding that in which leave is applied for, 
an accumulated leave of 120 days may he granted by the 
Secretary of State will, asin the former case, not be subject 
to be placed on half-salary untilafter the expiration of 
that period, reckoned trom the date of their arrival in 
this country. The time required forthe return journey 
will not in either case be reckoned as leave, it being 
expected that, both as regards the homeward and the 
outward journey, the direct route shall be chosen, and 
due expedition nsed. It must be distinctly understood 
that Heads of Missions will not be allowed to accumulate 
more than two years’ leave, and that the Secretary of 
State reserves to himself to withhold this permission 
as often as he may see fit to do so. 

Heads of Missions should further understand that 
leave of absence will, as a rule, only be granted to them 
when the Councillor of Embassy, or the Senior Secretary 
of the Legation at posts where there is no Councillor, 
may be at his post, or, if absent, may be prepared to 
return and assume his proper position of Chargé 
d’Affaires. Second or Third Secretaries should not be 
placed in charge of Missions uniess in cases of pressing 
emergency, and the previous sanction of the Secretary 
of State should always be obtained, if possible. The 
allowances to Second and Third Secretaries when acting 
as Chargé d'Affaires will be—at Embassies at the rate of 
8. a-day, and at Legations at the rate of 2/. a-day.t 
These allowances will likewise be paid to First Secretaries 
at posts where there is a Councillor. 


Rules us to Pensions of the Fourth Class, 


16. In virtue of His Majesty’s Commissions, the ser- 
vice of Secretaries will count for their pensions, under 
the Act of 32 & 33 Vict., cap. 43,t from the date of the 
issue of their first Commission; but the amount of 
pension to be assigned to them will be calculated, so 
long as they remain Secretaries, for each year that has 
elapsed since the date of their first Commission, at 
one-thirtieth part of the last salary of which they were 
in receipt at the time of the pension being granted; 
provided that no pension shall continue to be issued 
to a person not incapacitated by ill-health, medically 
certified, who may decline active service before he has 
reached the sixtieth year of his age, after which age 
no person shall be required to serve as Secretary. 


Allowances during War or Interruption of Relations, 


17. Should an Ambassador, Minister, Councillor, or 
Secretary of whatever class, by reason of war or other 
interruption of Diplomatic relations, be withdrawn from 
active service before his services shall have qualified 
him for a Diplomatic Pension of the class under which he 
would otherwise come, the Secretary of State will, as he

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may see fit, recommend that a temporaryallowance should 
be assigned to any such person who cannot otherwise be 
immediately employed, calculated on the rate of pension 
which he would have earned if he had continued to 
reside in such capacity, regard being had to the length 
and general character of his services; such allowance, 
however, to be strictly subject to the condition in regard 
to employment specified in the XIth section of the Act of 
32nd and 33rd Vict., c. 43, and to cease from the date of 
the ratification of a Treaty of Peace or the renewal of 
Diplomatic relations. 


Obligation of Secrecy. 


18. Members of the Diplomatic Service must not, 
without the express permission of the Secretary ot State, 
‘blish observations on, or accounts of, their experiences 

in the countries in which they are, or have been, officially 
employed, nor any infurmation obtained by them in their 
official capacity. The obligation of secrecy in regard to 
official experiences and information continues equally after 
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their retirement from active service, and in the event of its 
being disregarded the Secretary of State will consider 
himself justified in bringing the circumstances to the 
notice of Parliament when the Estimate providing for the 
officer's pension is before the House of Commons. The 
disclosure of information acquired in an official capacity, 
when such disclosure is contrary tothe public interest, is, 
moreover, punishable under ‘‘ The Official Secrets Act, 
1889," by fine and imprisonment. 


Addresses of Members of the Diplomatic Service. 


19. Members of the Diplomatic Service of all ranks 
on leave of absence must leave with or send to the Door- 
keeper of the Foreign Office an address to which letters 
may be sent for them; and Secretaries and Attachés, 
previously to leaving England to proceed to or return to 
their posts, must notify the time of their intended de- 
parture to one of the Under-Secretaries of State.

FOREIGN OFFICE. 


PPOINTMENTS IN AND UNDER THE 


GENERAL INFORMATION RELATING TO EXAMINATIONS FOR THE FOREIGN 
OFFICE AND DIPLOMATIC AND CONSULAR SERVICES. 


Candidates desirous of competing at examinations 
for the Foreign Office, the Diplomatic Service, the 
General Consular Service, and Student Interpreter- 
ships in the Far East and the Levant (Ottoman 
Dominions, Persia, and Morocco) must be recommended 
by some person who is known to the Secretary of 
State, or on whose judgment the latter can 

University candidates should send in their applica- 
tions through the University Appointments Com- 
mittee, or the Heads of their Colleges, and those who 
have not received a University education may apply 
through the Head of the School or_ Institution 
in which they have been educated, If they have 
been employed in any business firm of high standing, 
or in any Government Office, a recommendation from 
such firm or office would be taken into favourable 
consideration. /t is essential that any person recom- 
mending a candidate should himself be personally 
acquainted with him, 

‘The recommendation should assume the form of a 
private letter to the Secretary of State containing a 
lew personal notes on the candidate's qualitications 
for employment under the Foreign Office. 

No candidate will be eligible uniess he be a natural- 
born British subject and born within the United 
Kingdom of parents also born therein, except when 
the circumstances are of such a special nature as to 
justify a departure from the general rule. 

Candidates, in applying to have their names noted 
on the Secretary of State’s list, should send to the 
Private Secretary at the Foreign Office a statement. 
giving their name in full, the date of their birth, the 
establishments at which they were educated, and 
their permanent address. 


The names of those candidates whose _recommenda- 
tions are accepted by the Secretary of State are then 
placed on the list of candidates for nomination, but it 
should bs remembered that the fact of a name bein; 
noted in no case implies the promise of an eventual 
nomination, 

Before a nomination can b+ granted, candidates will 
be required to appear before a Board of Selection, 
which will meet at the Foreign Office at 3 p.m, on the 
first Tuesday in May and November for the Foreign 
Office and Diplomatic Services, and on the first 
Thursday in May and November for the Consular and 
Student Interpreter Services. No special summonses 
are issued for these Boards. 

It will be the function of this Board to reeemmend 
candidates to the Secretary of State, with whom it 
will rest to grant nominations, 

Candidates who have failed to pass their examina- 
tions before the Civil Service Commissioners and are 
anxious to compete again should notify their intention 
in writing to the Private Secretary, who will then 
inform them if the Secretary of State consents to 
grant them a second nomination, 

Candidates for the Levant Service will be permitted 
to present themselves hefore the Board of Selection 
any time after their seventeenth birthday, and for the 
Foreign Office, Diplomatic Service, Far Eastern, and 
General Consular Service any time after their 
nineteenth birthday, 

Candidates for the Diplomatic Service must possess 
an income or allowance of not less than £400 a 
year.

CONSULAR APPOINTMENTS.

A salary of £200 per annum is issued to them 
conditionally on passing satisfactory examinations 
during their term of probation at the University, and 
a subvention is paid to the University in respect of 
the cost of providing instruction in Oriental languages. 
Each student will be called upon to pay an annual fee of 
£30 to the University for instruction ; this amount will 
be deducted from the quarterly payments of his salary. 
These payments will cease at the expiration of two 

ears from the date of their first residence at the 

niversity, and students will not commence to draw 
salary as Assistants until they have passed the requisite 
examination before the University authorities. 

They are required, before proceeding to the Univer- 
sity, to execute a bond, with a sufficient surety, for 
the ‘payment of £500 to His Majesty's Government in 
the event of their leaving the Service of their own free 
will, or being discharged from it for misconduct or 
neglect of duties, within five years.

ORDER IN COUNCIL, RESPECTING UNION JACKS AND OTHER FLAGS DISPLAYED 
BY BRITISH DIPLOMATIC, CONSULAR, AND OTHER AUTHORITIES. AUGUST 7, 
1869. 


Waenrzas there was this day read at the Board a memorial from the Right Honourable the Lords Commissioners 
of the Admiralty, dated the 3ist July, 1869, in the words following, viz. :— 

“The Union Jack having been established by your Majesty's Regulations for the Naval Service as the 
distinguishing flag to be borne by the Admiral of the Fleet; and whereas great inconvenience has at times been 
experienced by the Union Jack having been carried in boats and other vessels by Governors of Colunies, Military 
Authorities, Diplomatic Officers, and Consular Agents, when embarked, we have deemed it expedient to place 
ourselves in communication on this subject with the Commander-in-Chief of your Majesty's Forces and the Principal 
Secretaries of State for Foreign Affaire, for the Colonies and for War, and with their concurrence we most humbly sub- 
mit that your Majesty may be graciously pleased by your Order in Council to prescribe and direct that in future the 
Union Jack t> be displayed by the military branch of your Majesty's Service on such occasions shall bear in the 
centre thereof, as a distinguishing mark, the Royal initial, surrounded by a garland on a blue shield, and sur- 
mounted by the Crown; that the Union Jack to be used by your Majesty's diplomatic servants, Ministers 
Plenipotentiary, Chargés d'Affaires, &c,, shall bear the Royal Arms in the centre thereof, on a white shield; whilst 
Consuls and Consular Agents, &c., shall be limited to the use of the blue ensign, with the Royal Arms in the fly 
thereof; we further submit that Governors of your Majesty's dominions in foreign parts, and Governors of all ranks 
and denominations administering the Governments of British colonies and dependencies, be authorised to fy the 
Union Jack, with the arms or badge of the colony emblazoned in the centre thereof, 

“A drawing of the Union Jack, with the proposed distinguishing devices, is transmitted herewith for your 
Majesty's approval.” 

Her Majesty, having taken the said memorial into consideration, was pleased, by and with the advice of her 
Privy Council, to approve of what is therein proposed and the Right Honourable the lords Commissioners of the 
Admiralty, the Right Honourable the Earl of Clarendon, the Right Honourable the Earl Granville, the Most Noble 
the ee of Argyll, and the Right Honourable Edward Cardwell, are to give the necessary directions herein 
accordingly. 


Norg.—British Subjects resident abroad are at liberty to fly their National flag, the Union Jack, on land, unless 
the Municipal law of the foreign State in which they reside prohibits the use of foreign flags.

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FOREIGN ORDERS AND MEDALS. 


REGULATIONS RESPECTING FOREI 


The King has been pleased to command that the 
following Regulations respecting Foreign Orders and 
Medals shall be substituted for those hitherto in force: 

1. It is the King’s wish that no subject of His 
Majesty shall wear the Insignia of any Foreign Order 
without having previously obtained His Majesty's 
permission to do so, signified either 

(a) By Warrant under the Royal Sign Manual, or 

(0) By private permission conveyed through His 
Majesty’s Private Secretary. 

2, Permission given by Warrant under the Royal 
Sign-Manual will enable the Insignia of the Foreign 
Order to be worn at all times and without any re- 
striction. . 

Private permission will only enable the Insignia to 
be worn on the occasions specified in the terms of the 
letter from The King’s Private Secretary conveying 
the Royal Sanction. 

3. The full and unrestricted permission by Warrant 
under the Royal Sign-Manual is designed, subject to 
the exception mentioned in Rule 4 (a) respecting 
British Naval or Military Officers during hostilities, to 
meet cases where the Decoration may be said to have 
been earned by some valuable service rendered to the 
Head of the State conferring it, or to the State itself. 
The private or restricted permission is contemplated 
for Decorations which are more or less of a compli- 
mentary character. In either case the matter will be 
submitted to The King by His Majesty’s Principal 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs. 

4, Full and unrestricted permission by Warrant 
under the Royal Sign-Manual is contemplated in the 
following cases :— 

For a Decoration conferred — 

(a) On an Officer in His Majesty's Naval or Military 
Forces lent to a Foreign Government; or an 
Officer in His Majesty’s Naval or.Military Forces 
attached by his Government to a Foreign Navy 
or Army during hostilities; or on any British 
Official lent to a Foreign Government and not in 
receipt of any emoluments from British public 
funds during the period of such loan. 

(») On any person not at the time in the service of 
the Crown, who, while himself outside the 
limits of His Majesty's Dominions, has rendered 
vatuable services to the Head of the State con- 
ferring the Order, or to the State itself, within 
the period of two years immediately preceding 
the notification of the Decoration to His 
Majesty's Government provided for in Rule 5. 
The term “service of the Crown” (supra) com- 
prises any person holding a Roval Commission, 
or any person in receipt of a salary from public 
funds in the United Kingdom, or in any British 
Dominion, Colony, or Protectorate. 

(© On any British subject employed in a Foreign 
Embassy or Legation in the United Kingdom. 

5. The desire of the Head of a Foreign State to 
confer upon a British subject the Insignia of an Order, 
or the fact that he has done so, must be notified to 
His Majesty’s Principal Secretary of State for Foreign 
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ORDERS AND MEDALS. 


Affairs either through the British Diplomatic Repre- 
sentative accredited to the Ilead of the Foreign State, 
or through his Diplomatic Representative at the 
Court of St. James, His Majesty's Principal Secre- 
tary of State for Foreign Affairs shall be under no 
obligation to consider claims that are not brought to 
his notice through one of these channels, 

6. When His Majesty’s Principal Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs shall have taken the King’s 
pleasure on any such application, and shall have 
obtained His Majesty’s permission for the person in 
whose favour it has been made to wear the Insignia of 
a Foreign Order, he shall signify the same to His 
Majesty’s Principal Secretary of State for the Home: 
Department in order that he may cause a Warrant, if 
it bea case for the issue of a Warrant as defined in 
Rule 4, to be prepared for the Royal Sign-Manual. 

When such Warrant shall have been signed by The 
King, a notification thereof shall be inserted in the 
“ Gazette,” stating the service for which the Foreign 
Order has been conferred. i 

Persons in whose favour such Warrants are issued 
will be required to pay to His Majesty’s Principal 
Secretary of State for the Ilome Department a stamp 
duty of 10s, 

The Warrant signifying His Majesty's permission 
may, at the request and at the expense of the person 
who has obtained it, be registered in the College of 
Arms. Every such Warrant as aforesaid shall contain 
a clause providing that His Majesty’s licence and 
permission does not authorize the assumption of any 
style, appellation, rank, precedence, or privilege ap- 
pertaining to a Knight Bachelor of His Majesty's 
Realms. 

7. When @ British subject has received the Royab 
permission tu accept the Decoration of a Foreign 
Order, he will, at any future time, be allowed to accept 
the Decoration of a higher class of the same Order, to 
which he may have become eligible by increase of 
rank in the Foreign Service, or in the service of his 
own country ; or any other distinctive mark of honour 
strictly consequent upon the acce; tance of thé uriginal 
Decoration, and common to every person upon whom 
such Decoration is conferred. 

8. Medals which constitute a particular class of a 
Foreign Order are subject in all respects to the above 
Regulations in the same manner as higher grades of 
the Order, except that permission to wear will be 
given by Letter and not by Royal Warrant. The 
King’s permission must be obtained for any other 
Medal to be worn. No permission is needed tu accept 
a Foreign Mcdal if it is not intended to be worn. 

9. Naval and Military Attachés to His Majesty’s 
Missions abroad may, at the termination of their 
appointments, be given restricted private permission 
to wear, on certain specific occasions, the Insignia of a 
Foreign Order conferred upon them by the Chief of 
the State cnly in which thelr headquarters were 
situated. ‘

55 and 56 Vict., 0. 23—“ Foreign Marriage Act, 1892.” 


Validity of marriages solemnized abroad in 


manner provided by Act. 


1, All marriages hetween parties of whom one at least 
is a British subject solemnized in the manner in this Act 
provided in any foreign country or place by or before & 
marriage officer within the meaning of this Act shall be 
as valid in law as if the same had been solemnized in the 
United Kingdom with a due observance of all forms re- 
quired by law. 


Notice to marriage officer of intended marriage. 


2, In every case of a marriage intended to be solemn- 
ized under this Act, one of the parties intending marriage 
shall sign a notice, stating the name, surname, profession, 
condition, and residence of each of the parties, and 
whether each of the parties isor is not a minor, and give 
the notice to the marriage officer within whose district 
both of the parties have had their residence not less than 
one week then next preceding, and the notice shall state 
that they have so resided. 


Filing in registry and posting up of notice. 

3.—({1) The marriage officer shall file every such notice, 
and keep it with the archives of his office, and shall also, 
on payment of the proper fee, forthwith enter in a book 
of notices to be kept by him for the purpose, and post up 
in some conspicuous place in his office, a true copy of 
every such notice, and shall keep the same so posted up 
during fourteen consecutive days before the marriage is 
solemnized under the notice. 

(2) The said book and copy posted up shall be open at 
all reasonable times, without fee, to the inspection of any 
person. 


Requirement of like consent to marriage as in 
England, and power to forbid marriage. 


4.—(1) The like consent shall be required to a marriage 
under this Act as is required by law to marriages solemn- 
ized in England. 

(2) Every person whose consent to a marriage is so 
required may, at any time before the solemnization 
thereof under this Act, forbid it by writing the word 
“forbidden opposite to the entry of the intended mar- 
riage in the book of notices, and by subscribing thereto 
his name and residence, and the character by reason of 
which he is authorized to forbid the marriage; and if a 
marriage is eo forbidden the notice shall be void, and the 
Intended marriage shall not be solemnized under that 
notice, 


Caveat against marriages may be lodged with 
marriage officer. 


6.—(1) Any person may on payment of the proper fee 
enter with the marriage officer a caveat, signed by him or 
on his behalf, and stating bis residence and the ground of 
his objection against the solemnization of the marriage of 
any person named therein, and thereupon the marriage of 


that person shall not be solemnized until either the mar- 
Tiage officer has examined into the matter of the caveat 
and is satisfled that it ought not to obstruct the solemnizs- 
tion of the marriage, or the caveat is withdrawn by the 
person entering it. 

(2) Ina case of doubt the marringe officer may trans- 
mit a copy of the caveat, with such statement respecting 
it as he thinks fit, to a Secretary of State, who shall refer 
the same to the Registrar-General, and the Registrar- 
General shall give bis decision thereon in writing to the 
Secretary of State, who shall communicate it to the mar- 
riage officer. 

(3) If the marriage officer refuses to solemnize or to 
allow to be slemnized in his presence the marriage of 
any person requiring it to be solemnized, that person may 
appeal to a Secretary of State, who shall give the marriage 
officer his decision thereon. 

(4) The marriage officer shall forthwith inform the 
parties of and shall conform to any decision given by the 
Registrar-General or Secretary of State. 


When marriage not solemnized within three 
months a new notice required. 


6. Where a marriage is not solemnized within three 
months next after the latest of the following dates— 
(a) the date on which the notice for it has been given 
toand entered by the marriage officer under this 
Act, or 
(b) if on a caveat being entered a statement has been 
transmitted to a Secretary of State, or if an appeal 
has been made to a Secretary of State, then the 
date of the receipt from the Secretary of State of a 
decision directing the marriage to be solemnized, 
the notice shall be void, and the intended marriage shall 
not be solemnized under that notice. 


Oath before Marriage. 


7. Before a marriage is solemnized under this Act, each 
of the parties intending marriage shall appear before the 
marriage officer, and make, and subscribe in a book kept 
by the officer for the purpose, an oath— 

(a) that he or she believes that there fs not any im- 
pediment to the marriage by reason of kindred or 
alliance, or otherwise; and 

(d) that both of the parties have for three weeks im 
mediately preceding had their usual residence 
within the district of the marriage officer; and 

(c) where either of the parties, not being a widower or 
widow, is under the age of twenty-one years, that 
the consent of the persons whose cisent to the 
marriage is required by law has Leen obtained 
thereto, or, as the case may be, that there is no 
person having authority to give such consent. 


Solemnization of marriage at office in presence of 
marriage officer and two witnesses. 

Boat) After the expiration of fourteen days after the 

notice of an intended marriage has been entered under 


this Act, then, if no lawful impediment to the marriage is 
shown to the satisfaction of the marriage officer, and the 
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marriage has not been forbidden in manner provided by 
this Act, the marriage may be solemnized under this Act. 
(2) Every such marriage shall be solemnized at the 
official house of the marriage officer, with open doors, 
between the hours of eight in the forenoon and three in 
the afternoon, in the presence of two or more witnesses, 
and may be solemnized by another person in the presence 
of the marriage officer, according to the rites of the 
Church of England, or such other form and ceremony a8 
the parties thereto see fit to adopt, or may, where the 
parties so desire, be solemnized by the warriage officer.

Marriage fees to marriage officer and registration 
of marriages. 


9.—(1) The marriage officer shall ve entitled, for every 
marriage solemnized under this Act by him or in his pre- 
sence, to have from the parties married the proper fee. 

(2) Heshall forthwith register in duplicate every such 
marriage in two marriage register books, which shall be 
furnished to him from time to time for that purpose by 
the Registrar-Generul (through a Sccretary of State), 
according to the form provided by luw for the registration 
of marriages in England, or as near t that form as the 
difference of the circumstances admits, 

(3) The entry in each book of every such marriage 
shall be signed by the marriage officer, by the person 
solemnizing the murriuge, if other than the marriage 
officer, by both the parties married, and by two witnesses 
of the marriage. 

(4) All such entries shall be made in regular order 
from the beginning to the end of each book, and the 
number of the entry in each duplicate shall be the same, 

(5) The marriage officer by whom or in whose presence

parties to be married the several particulare required to 
be registered touching the marriage. 


Annual forwarding of copies of register book to 
Secretary of State. 


10.—(1) In January in every year every marriage 
officer shall make and send to a Secretury of State, to be 
transmitted by him to the Registrar-General, a copy, 
certified by him io ve a tiue copy, of all the entries uf 
marriages during the preceding year in the register book 
kept by him, and if there has been no such entry, a cer- 
tiricate of that tact: and every such copy shall be certi- 
fled, and certificate given, under his hand and official 
ecal. 

(2) The marriage officer shall keep the duplicate mar- 
Tiage register books safely until they are filled, and then 
send one of them to a Secretary of State, to be transmitted 
by him to the Registrar-General.

(c) a governor, high commissioner, resident, consular 
or other officer, or any person appointed in pur- 
suance of the marriage regulations to act in the 
place of a high commissioner or resident, and this 
‘Act shall apply with the prescribed modifications to 
amarriage by or before a governor, high commis- 
sioner, resident, or officer so authorized by the 
warrant, and in such application shall not be 
limited to places outside Her Majesty's dominions. 

(3) If a marriage warrant refers to the office without 
designating the name of any particular person holding 
the office, then, while the warrant is in force, the person 
for the tme being holding or acting in such office shall be 
a marriage officer. 

(4) A Secretary of State may, by warrant under his 
hand, vary or revoke uny marriage warrant previously 
issued under this Act. 

(5) Where a marriage officer has no seal of his office, 
any reference in this Act to the official seal shall be 
construed to refer to any seal ordinarily used by hito, if 
authenticated by his signature with his official name and 
description.

12. A marriage under this Act may be solemnized on 
board one of Her Majesty's ships on a foreign station, and 
with respect to such marriage— 

(a) subject to the marriage regulations a marriage 
warrant of a Secretary of State may authorise the 
commanding officer of the ship to be a marriage 
officer ; 

(8) the provisions of this Act shall apply with the 
prescribed modifications. 


Avoidance of objections to marriages on account 
of want of formalities or authority of officer. 


13.—(1) After a marriage has been solemnized under 
this Act it shall not be necessary, in support of the 
marriage, to give any proof of the residence for the time 
required by or in pursuance of this Act of either of the 
parties previous to the marriage, or of the consent of any 
person whose consent thereto is required by law, nor 
shall any evidence to prove the contrary he given in 
any legal proceeding touching the validity of the 
marriage. 

(2) Where a marriage purports to have been solemn- 
ized and registered under this Act in the official house of 
a British ambassador or consul, oron board one of Her 
Majesty's ships, it shall not be necessary in support of the 
marriage, to give any proof of the authority of the 
marriage officer by or before whom the marriage was 
solemnized and registered, nor shall any evidence to 
prove his want of authority, whether by reason of his not 
being a duly authorized marriage officer or of any pro- 
hibitions or restrictions under the marriage regulations or 
otherwise, be given in any legal proceeding touching the 
validity of the marriage. 


Forfeiture of property in case of fraudule.t 
marriage. 

14. If a marriage be solemnized under this Act by 
means of any wilfully false notice, signed, or oath made 
by either party to the marriage, as to any matter for 
which a notice, or oath, is by this Act required, the At- 
torney General may sue for the forfeiture of all estate and 
interest in any property in England accruing to the offend- 
ing party by tke marriage; and the proceedings there- 
upon, and the consequences thereof, shall be the same as 
are provided by law in the like caee with regard to mar- 
riages solemnized in England according to tha rites of the 
Chureb of England.

Punishment of false oath or notice. 


15. If a perton— 
(a) knowingly and wilfully makes a false oath or 
signs a false notice, under this Act, for the purpose 

of procuring a marriage, or 
(8) forbids a marriage under this Act by falsely 
. * representing himself to be a person whose consent 


to the marriage is required by law, knowing such ; 


representation to be false, 
euch person shall suffer the penalties of perjury, and may 
be tried in any county in England and dealt with in the 
game manner in all respects as if the offence had been 
committed in that county. 


Evidence. 


16.—(1) Any book, notice, or document directed by this 
Act to be kept by the marriage officer or in the archives 
of his office, shall be of such a public nature as to be 
admissible in evidence on its mere production from the 
custody of the officer. 

(2) A certificate of a Secretary of State as to any house, 
office, chapel, or other place being, or being part of, the 
official house’ of a British ambassador or consul shall be 
conclusive. 


Application of Registration Acts to this Act. 


17, All the provisions and penalties of the Marriage j 


Registration Acts, relating to any registrar, or register 
of marriages or certified copies thereof, shall extend to 


every marriage officer, and to the registers of marriages | 


under this Act, and to the certified copies thereof (so far 
as the same are applicable thereto), as if herein re-enacted 
and in terms made applicable to this Act, and as if every 
marriage officer were a registrar under the said Acts. 


Registration of marriages solemnized under local 
law. 


18.*Subject to the marriage regulations, a British 
consul, or person authorized to act as British Consul, on 
being ‘satisfied by personal attendance that a marriage 
between parties, of whom one at least is a British subject, 
has been duly solemnized in a foreign country, in accord: 
ance with the local law of the country, and on payment of 
the proper fee, may register the marriage in accordange 
with the marriage regulations as having been so solemn- 
ized, and thereupon this Act shall apply as if the marriage 
had been registered in pursuance of this Act, except that 
nothing in this Act shall affect the validity of the marriage 
so solemnized. 


Power to refuse solemnization of marriage where 
marriage inconsistent with international law. 


19. A marriage officer shall not be required to solemn- 
ize a marriage, or to allow « marriage to be solemnized 
in his presence, if in his opinion the solemnization thereof 
would be inconsistent with international law or the 
comity of nations ; 

Provided that any person requiring his marriage to be 
solemnized shall, if the officer refuses to solemnize it or 
allow it to be solemnized in his presence, have the right 
of uppeal to the Secretary of State given by this Act.

20. The proper fee under this Act shall be such fee as 


may for the time being be fixed under the Consular : 
Salaries and Fees Act, 1891; ¢ and the fee so fixed as j 


respects a consul shall be the fee which may be taken by 
any marriage officer; and the provisions relating to the 
levying, application, and remission of and accounting for 
fees under that Act ahall apply to the same when taken by 
any marriage officer who is not a consul. 
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Power to make marriage regulations. 


21.—(1) Her Majesty the Queen in Council may make 
regulations (in this Act referred to as the marriage 
regulations) t— 

(a) Prohibiting or restricting the exercise by marriage 
officers of their powers under this Act: in cases 
where the exercise of those powers appears to Her 
Majesty to be inconsistent with international law or 
the comity of nations, or in places where sufficient 
facilities appear to Her Majesty to exist without 
the exercise of those powers, for the solemnization 
of marriages to which a British subject is a party; 
and 

(é) Determining what offices, chapels, or other places, 
are, for the purposes of marriages under this Act 
to be deemed to be part of the official house or the 
office of a marriage officer; and 

(c) Modifying in special cases or classes of cases the 
requirements of this Act as to residence and notice, 
so far as such modification appearsto Her Majesty 
to be consistent with thé observance of «ue pre- 
cautions against clandestine marriages; and 


(d) Prescribing the forms to be used under this Act 
and 


(c) Adapting this Act to marriages on board one or 

Her Majesty's ships; and to marriages by or before 
a governor, high commissioner, resident or other 
officer, and authorizing the appointment of a person 
to act under this Act in the place of a high com- 
missioner or resident; and 

(/) Determining who is to be the marriage officer for 
the purpose of a marriage in the official house of a 
British ambassador, or on board one of Her 
Majesty's ships, whether such officer is described in 
the regulations or named in pursuance thereof, and 
authorizing such officer to act without any marriage 
warrant; and 

(g) Determining the conditions under which and the 
mode in which marriages sulemnized in accordance 
with the local law of a foreign country may be 
registered under this Act; and 

(4) Making such provisions as seem necessary or 
proper for carrying into effect this Act or any 
marriage regulations ; and 

(i) Varying or revoking any marriage regulations 
previously made. 

(2) All regulations purporting to be made in pursu- 
ance of this section may be made either generally or with 
reference to any particular case or class of vases, and 
shall be published under the authority of Her Majesty's 
Stationery Office, and laid before both Houses of 
Parliament, and deemed to be witbin the powers of this 
‘Act, and shall while in force have effect as if enacted by 
this Act.

Waeneas by ‘The Foreign Marriage Act, 1892""* (in this 
Order referred to as the Foreign Marriage Act), certain 
enactments relating to the marriage of British subjects 
Outside the United Kingdom are consolidated, and Her 
Majesty the Queen in Council is authorized to make regu- 
lations for the purposes therein specified : 

Now, therefore, Her Majesty, by virtue and in exercise 
of the powers conferred by the said Act or otherwise, 
enabling Her in this behalf, is pleased, by and with the 
advice of Her Privy Council, to order, and it is hereby 
ordered as follows: — 

Embassy Marriages. 

1. The person before and by whom a marriage under 
the Foreign Marriage Act may be solemnized and regis- 
tered in an embassy house in a foreign country shall either 
be the ambassador, or the officer for the time being per- 
forming the duties of the ambassudor, or by any of the 
secretaries attached to the embassy from time to time 
appointed for the purpose in writing by the ambassador, 
or by the officer performing his duties; and for the pur- 
pose of marriages solemnized in such embassy house auch 
ambassador, officer performing his duties, or secretary 
shall, without any marriage warrant, be amarriage officer. 

2. For the purpose of the Foreign Marriage Act and 
these regulations, the house in which a British ambassador 
resides in the foreign country to the government of which 
he is accredited, or which is occupied by him in that 
country for the purposes of his embassy, shall be deemed 
to be the official house of such ambassador, and isin this 
Order referred to as the embassy house, and every place 
within the precincts or curtilage of any such house, and any 
church or chapel annexed to such house, or for the time 
being used with the consent of the Government to which the 
ambassador is accredited as the chapel thereof, shall be 
deemed to form part of the embassy house. 

For the purpose of marriages in an embassy house the 
expression “ office,” when used with respect to the place 
where any act or thing shall or may be done, shall be con- 
strued to refer to such part of the embassy house as the 
Ambassador may from time to time appoint as being suffi- 
ctently accessible to the public. 


Embassy and Consular Marriages. 


3. Where a marriage can be solemnized at a British 
consulate in a foreign country, the leave of the ambassador 
shall be obtained before the marriage is solemnized in the 
embassy house in that country. 

4. (1) Where a marriage according to the local law of 
a foreign country is valid by English law, then before the 
marriage is solemnized in that country under the Foreign 
Marriage Act, whether in an embassy house or at a 
consulate, the marriage officer must be satisfied either— 

(a) That both the parties are British subjects ; or 

(b) If only one of the parties is a British subject 
the other is not a subject or citizen o} 
country ; or 

(c) If one of the parties is a British subject and the 
other a subject or citizen of the country, that 
sufficient facilities do not exist for the eolemniza- 
tion of the marriage in the foreign country in 
accordance with the law of that country. 

(2) If a marriage officer, by reason of anything in this 
article, refuses to solemnize orallow to besolemnized in his 
presence the marriage of any person requiring such mar- 
riage to be solemnized, that person shall have the right of 
appeal to a Secretary of State given by section 5 of the 
Foreign Marriage Act.

6. The following modifications of the requirements of 
the Foreign Marriage Act as to residence and notice 
whfth appear to Her Majesty to be consistent with the 
observance of due precautions against the solemnization

Consular Marriages. 


7. For the purpose of marriages to be solemnigzed by or 
before a marriage officer who is also a consul as defined by 
the Foreign Marriage Act, every place within the curtilage 
or precincts of the house in which the Consul is for the 
time being resident, or of the building which is for the 
time being used for the purpose of his office, shall be part 
of the official house of such marriage officer, and every 
place to which the public have ordinary access in such 
official house shall be deemed to be part of the office of 
such marriage officer.

ACT OF PARLIAMENT FOR AMENDING AND CONSOLIDATING ENACTMENTS 
RELATING TO THE ADMINISTRATION OF OATHS. 


52 Vict., c. 10.—May 31, 1889, 


1,—(1.) The Lord Chancellor may from time to time, by 
commission signed by him, appoint persons being prac- 
tising solicitors, or other ft and proper persons, to be 
commissioners for oaths, and may revoke any such ap- 
pointment. 

(2.) A commissioner for oaths may, by virtue of his 
commission, in England or elsewhere, administer any oath 
or take any aftidavit for the purposesof any court or matter 
in Englana, including any of the ecclesiastical courts or 
Jurisdictions, matters ecclesiastical, matters relating to 
applications for notarial faculties, and matters relating to 
the registration of any instrument, whether under an 
Act of Parliament or otherwise, and take any bail or 
recognizance in or for the purpose of any civil proceeding 
in the Supreme Court, including all proceedings on the 
revenue aide of the Queen's Bench Division. 

(8.) Provided that a commissioner for oaths shall not 
exercise any of the powers given by this section in any 
proceeding in which he is solicitor to any of the parties to 
the proceeding, or clerk to any such solicitor, or in which 
he is interested, 

2. Every person who, being an officer of or performing 
duties in relation to any court, is for the time being so 
authorized by a judge of the court, or by or in pursuance 
of any rules or orders regulating the procedure of the 
conrt, and every person directed to take an examination 
in any cause or matter in the Supreme Court, shall have 
authority to administer any oath or take any affidavit 
required for any purpose connected with his duties. 

3.—(1.) Any oath or affidavit required for the purpose 
of any court or matter in England, or for the purpose of 
the registration of any instrument in any part of the 
United Kingdom, may be taken or made in any place out 
of England before any person having authority to admin- 
ister an oath in that place. 

(2.) In the case of a person having such authority other- 
wise than by the law of a foreign country, judicial and 
official notice shall be taken of his seal or signature 
affixed, impressed, or subscribed to or on any such oath or 
affidavit. 

4. The Lerd Chancellor may, whenever {t appears to 
him necessary to do so, authorize any person to administer 
oaths and take affidavits for any purpose relating to prize 
proceedings in the Supreme Court, whilst that person is on 
the high seas or out of Her Majesty’s dominions, and it 
shall not be necessary to affix any stamp to the document 
by which he is so authorized, 

5. Every commissioner before whom any oath or affidavit 
is taken or made under this Act shall atate truly in the 
Jurat or attestation at what place and on what date the 
oath or affidavit is taken or made. 

6.—(1.) Every British ambassador, envoy, minister, 
chargé d'affaires, and secretary of embassy or legation 
exercising his functions in any foreign country, and every 
British consul-general, consui, vice-consul, acting consul, 
pro-consul, and consular agent, [acting ‘consu!-general, 
acting vice-consul, and acting consular agent}* exercising 
his functions in any foreign place may, in that country or 
place, administer any oath and take any affidavit, and also 
do any notarial act which any notary public can do within 
the United Kingdom; and every oath, affidavit, and 
notarial act administered, sworn, or done by or before any 
such person shall be as effectual as if duly administered, 
sworn, or done by or before any lawful authority in any 
part of the United Kingdom. 

(2.) Any document purporting to have affixed, im- 
pressed, or subscribed thereon or thereto the seal and 
signature of any person authorised by this section to 
administer an oath in testimony of any oath, affidavit, or 


act being administered, taken, or done by or before him, 
shall be admitted in evidence without proof of the seal or 
signature being the seal or signature of that person, or of 
the official character of that person. 

7. Whoever wilfully and corruptly swears falvely in any 
oath or allidavit taken or made in accordance with the 
provisions of this Act, shall be guilty of perjury in every 
case where if he had so sworn in a judicial proceeding 
before a court of cumpetent jurisdiction he would be 
guilty of perjury. 

8. Whocver forges, counterfeits, or fraudulently alters 
the seal or signature of any person authorized by or under 
this Act to administer an oath, or tenders in evidence, or

Penalties for Spying. 


1.—(1.) If any person for an 
the safety or interests of the State— 
(@) approaches or is in the neighbourhood of, or 
enters any prohibited place within the meaning of 
this Act ; or 
@ makes any sketch, plan, model, or note which is 
calculated to be or might be or is intended to be 
directly or indirectly useful to an enemy ; or 
(©) obtains or communicates to any other person any 
sketch, plan, model, article, or note, or other 
document or information which is calculated to 
be or might be or is intended to be directly or 
indirectly useful to an enemy; 
he shall be guilty of felony, and shall be liable to 
penal servitude for any term not less than three years 
and not exceeding seven years. 
(2.) Ona prosecution under this section, it shall not 
be necessary to show that the accused’ person was

prejudicial to the safety or interests of the State, 
and. notwithstanding that no such act is proved

4. Any person who attempts to commit any offence 
under this Act, or incites or counsels, or attempts to 
procure another person to commit an offence under 
this Act, shall be guilty of felony or of a misdemeanour 
according as the offence in question is felony or mis- 
demeanvur, and on conviction shall be liable to the 
same punishment, and to be proceeded against in the 
same manner, as if he had committed the offence. 


Person charged with felony under Act may be 
convicted of misdemeanour under Act. 


5. Any person charged with an offence which is a 
felony under this Act may, if the circumstances 
warrant such a finding, be found guilty of an offence 
which is a misdemeanour under this Act. 


Power to Arrest. 


6. Any person who is found committing an offence

permite to meet or assemble In any premises in his

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Restriction on Prosecv tion, 


8. A prosecution for an offence under this Act shall 
not be instituted except by or with the consent of the 
Attorney-General 

Provided that a person charged with such an offence 
may be arrested, or a warrant for his arrest may be 
issued and executed, and any such person may be 
remanded in custody or on bail, notwithstanding that 
the consent of the Attorney-General to the institution 
of a prosecution for the offence has not been obtained,

Bearch Warrants. 


9.—(1.) If a justice of the peace is satisfied hy infor- 
mation on oath that there is reasonable ground for 
suspecting that an offence under this Act has heen or 
is about to be committed, he may grant a search 
warrant authorising any constable named therein to 
enter at any time any premises or place named in the

Extent of Act and place of trial of offence. 


10.—(1.) This Act: shall apply to all acts which are 
offences under this Act when committed in any part of 
His Majesty’s dominions, or when committed by 
British officers or subjects elsewhere. 

(2.) An offence under this Act, if alleged to have been 

committed out of the United Kingdom, may le inquired 
of, heard, and determined in any competent British 
court in the place where the offence was committed, or 
in the High Court in England or the Central Criminal 
Court, and the Criminal Jurisdiction Act, 1802,* shall 
apply in like manner as if the offence were mentioned 
in that Act, and the Central Criminal Court as well as 
the High Court yossessed the jurisdiction given by 
that Act to the Court of King’s Bench. 
) An offence under this Act shall not be tried by 
y court, of general or quarter sessions, nor by the 
sheriff court in Scotland, nor by any court out of the 
United Kingdom which has not jurisdiction to try 
crimes which involve the greatest punishment allowed 
by law. 

(4.) The provisions of the Criminal Law and Proce- 
dure (Ireland) Act, 1887,+ shall not apply to any trial 
under the provisions of this Act.

11, If by any law made before or after the passing of 
this Act Ny the legislature of any British possession

1, An officer on a first appointment to China, Japan, 
Corea, or Siam shall be paid the whole of the expense of 
the passage for himself alone, and the third of the 
expense for his wife and family,* the number being 
limited to five persons besides himself, of whom one may 
be a female servant. These payments will be made by 
the Foreign Office on production of the tickets for the 
passage. 


2. On returning home on regulation leave of absence 
such officer shall be paid one half of the expense ot his 
own passage, and one-third for hts family, the same 
limitation being observed in regard to numbers as in 
section 1, In this cage the payments will be made in 
the country of the establishment to which he belongs, 
under the authority ot His Majesty's Diplomatic Repre~ 
sentative, who will take care to notify all particulars to 
the Foreign Office. 


3. A similar indulgence shall be granted in cases ot 
leave of absence obtained at aay time on sick certificate. 

4. This arrangement will also be applied to all cases of 
officers returning from England to the Far East. 

5. A person removed from one post to another for the 
public convenience, and a person directed to proceed 
from one post to another on the public service, or for the 
purpose of supplying temporarily the place of an absent 
person, Will be allowed such amount of expenses of going 
and returning as His Majesty’s Diplomatic Representative, 
on presentation of an account accompanied by vouchers, 
shall deem reasonable. ‘The expense of the entertainment 
of Consular offieers on board ships of war should, when 
practicable, be paid for at once by the officer to whom 
it is afforded, and the Diplomatic Representative will 
authorize the repayment of such expense from Consular 
funds in any case in which the officer so entertained has 
been received on board on public grounds,

(1) To natural-born British subjects, viz., persons born within His Majesty's Dominions, and to persons 

who derive British nationality from a father or paternal grandfather born within

George III, cap. 21, are to be adjudged and taken to be natural-born British subjects. 


(2.) To the wives and widows of such persons; and

A married woman is deemed to be a subject of the State of which her husband is for the time being a subject. 


4. Passports are granted to stich persons as are known to the Secretary of State, or recommended to him by some

(1) In the case of natural-born British subjects and persons naturalized in the United Kingdom, upon the 
production of a Declaration by the applicant in the form printed at the back of these Regulations, 
verified by a Declaration made by any Banking Firm established in the United Kingdom, or by any 
Mayor, Magistrate, Justice of the Peace, Minister of Relision, Barvist-r-at-low, Phusician, Surgeon, 
Solicitor, o* Notary, resident in the United Kingdom, The applicant's Certificate of Birth may also be 
required in certain ca 

(2.) In the case of children under the age of 14 years requiring a separate Passport, upon production of 
Declaration made by the child’s parent or guardian, in a Form (L), to ve obtained upon application to 
the Foreign Office. 

(3.) In_ the case of persons naturalized in any of the British self-govermng Colonies, upon production of a 
Recommendation from the High Commissioner or Agent-General in London of the State concerned ; 
and in the case of natives of British India, and persons-naturalized therein, upon production of a 
Letter of Recommendation from the India Office. Persons naturalized or ordinurily resident in any of * 
the Crown Colonies must obtain a Letter of Recommendation from the Colonial Office. 


5. If the applicant for a Passport be a Naturalized British subject, the Certificate of Naturalization must be for- 
warded to the Foreign Office with the Declaration or Letter of Recommendation. Naturalized British subjects, if

7. A Passport cannot be issued by the Foreign Office, or by an Agent at an outport, on behalf of a person already 
abroad ; such person should apply for one to the nearest British Mission or Consulate.’ Passports must not be sent 
out of the United Kingdom by post. 


8, Travellers who intend to visit the Russian Empire, the Turkish Dominions, the Kingdom of Roumania, Persia, 
Colombia, Venezuela, Hayti, or Eritrea, in the course of their travels, must not leave the United Kingdom without 
having had their Passports cscs either at the Russian Consulate-General, Windsor Chambers, 20, Great St. Helen's, 
E.C.; the Cousulate-General of the Sublime Porte, 7, Union Court, Old Broad Street, E.C.; the Roumanian 
Consulate-General, 49, Parliament Street, S.W.: the Persian Consulate-General, 82, Victoria Street, S.W.; the 
Colombian Consulate General, Sicilian House, Sicilian Avenue, Southampton Row, W.C.; the Venezuelan Consulate, 
Finsbury Pavement House, Finsbury Pavement, E.C.; the Haytian Consulate, 32, Fenchurch Street, E.C.; or the 
Italian Consulate-General (for Eritrea), 44, Finsbury Square, F.C. ; respectively, or at one of the other Consulates 
of those States in the United Kingdom. Travellers about to proceed to any other country need not obtain the visar 
of the Diplomatic or Consular Agents of such country.

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PASSPORT REQUIREMENTS OF FOREIGN COUNTRIES, 


Note.—British subjects travelling abroad are recommended to furnish themselves with Passports, for even in 
those countries where they are no longer obligatory, they are found to ve useful as affording a ready means of 
identification in case of need. 


ARGENTINE Rerurtic.—Passengers for the Argentine Republic should carry Passports, und are advised to also 
carry Certificates of Birth. Persons born in His Majesty's dominions should, if they intend to become resident, even 
for a short time, obtain from a British Consulate in the Republic a Certificate of Nationality for purposes of 
identification, and to secure exemption from military service. 


Avstrra-Huxcary.—Persons entering Hungary from Servia or Roumania must be provided with Passports. 
Although in other cases Passports are not legally necessary, travellers are advised to carry them, For purposes of 
residence a Passport or other document to prove identity is necessary. 


Betcium.—It is desirable for travellers to possess Passports. For purposes of residence registration at the Police 
Office of the district is required, and a Passport is accepted as evidence of identity. 


Borrvia.—See Perv. 


Brazit.—Passports not actually required, but travellers are advised to carry them for purposes of identification. 
If intending to become resident they should register their names and addresses at the nearest British Consulate. 


Boutoarta.—Travellers should carry Passports of recent date. Bulgarian visa not required. Residents should 
provide themselves annually with Certiticates of Registration under the Ottoman Order in Council. 


CENTRAL AMERICA.—Possession of Passports desirable both for personal security and purposes of identification. 
Costa Rien, Xo Regulations in force. 
Guatemata,—Alien residents are required to present at the Guatemalan Foreign Office Passports visés by the 
Diplomatic or Consular officer in Guatemala of their native country. 
Honduras.—No Regulations except in times of disturbance. 
Nicaraqua.—No Regulations in time of peace. To leave the country, a local Passport has, however, to be 
ined from the Ministry of War. 
Salvador.—Travellers should carry Passports, and should, in addition, obtain Passports from the Government 
of Salvador. (Charge for latter, 25 cents.) 


Cuttx.—No Regulations in force. 


Cuina.—Passports are not required at open ports. For travelling into the interior a speeial Passport must be 
obtained from a British Consul, which is valid for one year. (Cost, 8 dol. 50 c. Aericun.) 


Coxomn1a.—British Subjects proceeding to the Republic of Colombia must provide themselves with Passports, 
visés by the Colombian Minister or by a Consul of the Republic in the United Kingdom. For travelling in the 
interior it is advisable to obtain’ Special Passport from a British Consul (charge 2x. 6d.). Immigrants without 
resources must be provided with a Passport issued gratis by the Colombian Consul at port of departure. 


Corga.—Passports are not required within the radius of 100 li (33 miles) from the open ports. Persons 
travelling in the interior must obtain a Passport through the British Consul, (Fee, 3°50 yen, about 7s.) 


Copa.—Although Passports are not legally necessary, travellers are advised to carry them. Persons intending 
to reside in Cuba for any length of time should have their names registered at the British Consulate-General. 


DesMark.—No Regulations in foree. But Passports or similar documents may be required by the Police from 
persons accepting employment in Denmark before furnishing them with an “ opholdsbog " (situation book), and also 
from music hill artistes. 

Teclanid.—No Regulations in force. 
St. Thowas.—No Regulations in force. A loca] Government Passport must, however, be procured when 
leaving the island, the cost of which varies according to destination. 


Dominican Repvsiic.—Passport necessary. 


Eoyrr.— Passports not required by law, but travellers are advised to carry them. For travelling in other parts of 
the Ottoman dominions, see Turis EmPix. 

Sudan.—Persons desiring to enter the Sudan, travelling third class, wn/ees they are officials of the Govern- 
ment, or are travelling on Government Warrants, or are bond ide natives of the Sudan, must apply for 
Permits to the Sudan Agent, Cairo, the Sudan Government Railways Agent at Alexandria, the Sudan 
Government Agent at Suez, the Governor of Halfa, the Governor of the Red Sea Province, or the 
Inspector at Port Sudan. 

Persons proceeding south or west of El Obeid or Bara must obtain a Permit from the Governor 
of Kordofan or his representative at El Obeid or Bars. 

All Europeans are recommended to report their arrival, personally or in writing, at any place where 
an official holding the post of Sub-Mamur, or any superior post, is stationed,

Faance.—The possession of a Passport may save inconvenience, since evidence of identity may at any time 
be required. 
If produced as evidence of identity at a Post Office, the Passport may require to be countersigned by the 
British Consul for the district. 
For permanent residence, or in order to exercise profession or trade, a declaration, furnishing 
with respect to the family, nationality, profession, &c., of the person making the declaration, is required to be made 
at the Mairie of the Commune within a few days of arrival. 
Alyeria.—Regulations similar to France, both as regards Passports and residence, &c. 
French Guviana.—Regulations similar to France, both as regards Passports and residence, é&c. 
‘ravellers are advised to carry Passports. 
Martinique, Kéunion, Saigon.—Regulations similar to France, both as regards Passports and residence, &. 
New Caledonia.—Possession of Passport desirable in view of existence of penal establishment, 
Tahiti.—No Regulations affecting Europeans in force. 
Tunis.—Regulations similar to France, both as regards Passports and residence, &c, 
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GeRMan Euprre.—Military officers travelling to Germany should be provided with Passports; and although in 
other cases the possession of a Passport is not. obligatory, yet, as evidence of identity may at any time be required, 
travellers are advised to carry them. For residence of more than three weeks a Passport is absolutely necessary. 
Children sent to schools in Germany should carry Passports. 

Gnzxce.—No Regulations in force, except as regurds persons entering the country by the land frontier, who 
are sometimes required to be in possession of Passports. 

Hartt.—A Passport (risé by a Haytian Consul) must, on arrival, be shown at the Port Office. It should also 
be produced and registered at the nearest British Consulate. On leaving the country a Haytian permit has to be 
obtained, as to which the British Consul should be consulted. 

IraLr.—The possession of a Passport is not obligatory, but travellers may at any time be required to give a 
satisfactory account of themselves, and to establish their identity. 

British subjects producing Passports at Italian Post Offices for purposes of personal identification may be required 
to obtain certified translations of the same from the British Consul. 

Sritrea.—Travellers proceeding to Italian Colonies should, unless they carry special letters of recommenda- 
tion to the authorities, provide themselves with Passports, and obtain a visa from an Italian Consulate. 

Jarax.—Travellers are advised to carry Passports. 

Liwenta.—No Regulations in force, but a Passport issued by the Liberian Secretary of State is required from 
residents leaving the country. For this 50 cents is charged. 

Muxico.—No Regulations in force. 


Mowrzxzoro.—No special Regulations exist, but a Passport properly visé is required for travelling through 
the surrounding Turkish and Austrian territories, Persons travelling in Montenegro otherwise than by the main 
roads (‘routes nationales "), or fog purpores of ecience or exploration, must obtain permission from the Ministry of 
the Interior through their own Legstion or Consulate. 


Morocco.—It is advisable for travellers to be provided with Passports, which are sometimes necessary, ¢.9., 
for travelling inland, or for embarking on board the French steamers for Oran. Any one wishing to travel into the 
interior should consult His Majesty's Minister at Tangier or the British Consul for the district through which his 
route lies. 

British subjects residing for more than a month in Morocco are required, under the Morocco Order in Council, 
1889, to register themselves at the British Consulate. 


MuscaT.—No Regulations exist. Travelling in the interior is unsafe without an armed escort. 


NeTHERLANDS.—The possession of a Passport is not strictly necessary, but is recommended for purposes of 
identification. 

Dutch Guiana ; Curacao and Dependencies.—No Regulations in force. Travellers are advised to provide 
themselves with Passports as evidence of nationality. 

Netherland East Indies.—Travellers, on arrival, must register themselves at the Office of the chief Local 
authority. For travelling inland in the islands or for residence, a Passport must also be obtained from 
the Local authorities, respecting which the British Consu! should be consulted. 

Norway.—No Regulations in force. 


Paracuay.—No Regulations in force. Neither Passports nor Certificates of Nationality are required from 
foreigners by the local authorities. It is as well, however, for persons travelling in the interior of the country to 
be provided with Passports. 

Persta.—A Passport bearing the visa of a Persian Consular Officer must be produced on entering Persia, ana vng 
Passport should be countersigned by the Persian Passport officer before leaving the country. 

Perv, Eqvator, aNd Borivia.— A Passport is not actually necessary, but it is desirable to possess one in order to . 
be able to obtain from a British Diplomatic or Consular officer the Certificate of Nationality required in the event of 
civil disturbances 5 

PortucaL.—Travellers are advised to provide themselves with Passports. For residence in Portugal or 
Portuguese Colonies a Passport or other proof of nationality is required, in order to obtain the neceseary permission. 

Azores.—The possession of a Passport is advisable. 

Cape Verde Jelands.—Passports are not actually required, except in times of public danger, but they are 
useful in view of the fact that all foreigners have to personally register themselves at the Mayor's Oflice 
as soon as possible after arrival. 

Loanda.— Passport necessary. 

Madeira.— No Regulations in force. 

Mozambique.—Travellers should be provided with Passports. 

Roumanta.—Persons travelling to Roumania must be provided with Passports bearing the visa of a Roumantan ' 
Consul in the United Kingdom. A fresh visa must be obtained for each journey. On arrival, they should at once 
obtain the visa of the British Legation or of a British Consulate, and then, within twenty-four hours of arrival, 
apply to the Roumanian authorities for a Permit to reside in the country. For a stay of less than eight days, this 
formality may be dispensed with, and the Permit will be stated upon the Passport by the police officials at the fronticr 

Rossia,—Visitors to Russia must be provided with Passports bearing the visa of a Russian Diplomatic or 
Consular officer. This visa must be within six months of the date of entering Russi Without such visa they will 
not be allowed to enter the country. To persons of the Jewish faith the visa is only granted in special circum. 
stances, as to which the Russian Consular Officer should be consulted, and in any case such persons are subject to 
special Regulations in Russia, 

The Passport will enable the holder to reside in Ruesia for six months, when it must be exchanged at the 
Prefecture of St. Petersburg or at the Chancery of a Provincial Governor, for a Russian “ Billet de Séjour,” to be- 
renewed annually. 

The cost of such a ‘Billet de Séjour" varies from 7 r.15c. tol r.29c. Each “Billet de Séjour,” on first issue 
or renewal, must be delivered to the local police officer for inscription or visa, For non-renewal of a ‘Billet de 
Séjour™ at the time of its expiration a fine is exacted. 

On leaving Russia a Police Certificate must be obtained, which is granted on the first visit of the traveller to 
Russia at a cost of 75 copecks, Oneubsequent visits 6 r.50 c.is charged. If a ‘‘ Billet de Séjour” has been obtained it 
must be returned, when the Passport will be handed back to the owner with the necessary authorization to leave. 

In the case of persons travelling through Russia, without stopping at any point within the Empire, the visa of a 
Russian Consular Officer ‘‘to travel through Russia" will be accepted as sufficient, both for the purpose of entering 
and leaving the country, without obligation to obtain the police authorization to leave necessary in case of a stay in 
Russia. 

Travellers passing through Tashkend or Askabad should place themselves in communication with the Pussian 
officials at those towns, 

Sgavia.—Travellers should be provided with Passports, which are required by the Hungarian frontier officials. 
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S1am.—No special Regulations in force, but British subjects are required to register themselves at the British 
Consulate-General within one month of arrival. For travelling in the interior a Passport must be obtained from 
the Siamese Government. Fee for registration, 2e. 6d.; and for Passport, 2s. 

Spam.—It is most advisable for travellers to be provided with Passports. The risa of a Spanish Consul is not 
necessary, but will be found useful in travelling in provincial towns and country districts. 

In the Province of Barcelona, British subjects should, upon arrival, personally show their Passports to His 
Majesty's Consul-General, who will thereupon furnish them with a Certificate, which they are required to present, 
within twenty-four hours after their arrival in Barcelona, at the Office of the Civil Governor (in country towns and 
villages at the Office of the Mayor) in order that their names, description, &c., may be registered. A fine and 
possibly expulsion may result from non-compliance with this Regulation. 

Canary slands.—No Regulations in force. 
Ceuta.—British subjects desiring to visit Ceuta ehould apply through the British Vice-Consul at Algeciras 
for an order from the Commandante-General, 

Swepew.—No Regulations in force. 

Swirser.anp.—A Passport is necessary in order to obtain a ‘ Permis de S¢jour," which must be taken out, after 
fhetr arrival, by persons intending to reside in Switzerland. Children sent to schools in Switzerland should’ carry 

assports. 

Turxisx Empirg.—Persons travelling to Turkey must be provided with a Passport bearing the visa of a Turkish 
Consular officer. Without such Passport they will be refused admission to the country. A fresh visa must be 
obtained for each journey. On leaving Turkey the viea of a British Consul should be obtained. 

Umirep Stares.—No Regulations in force. ry 

Hawaiian Istands.—No Regulations in force. 
Philippine Islands,—Passports not required, 
Porto Kico.—Travellers are advised to carry Passports, 

Unvavay.—No Regulations affecting Europeans in force. Travellers are, however, advised to have Passports as 
evidence of nationality, in case of need. 

‘VanzzvELa.—Travellers should be provided with Passports bearing the visa of a Venezuelan Consular officer.

FORM OF INSTRUCTIONS TO PERSONS WHO MAY DESIRE TO COMMUTE 
OIVIL COMPENSATION ALLOWANCES, UNDER THE PENSIONS COMMUTA- 
TION ACT, 1871 to 1882 (84 and 85 Vict., c. 86, and 45 and 46 Vict., o. 44). 


1, Any person who has retired or has been removed 
from a public civil office* in consequence of the abolition 
of his office, or for the purpose of facilitating improve- 
ments in the organisation of the Depurtment to which he 
belonged, to whom an annual pension has been granted 
by way of compensation for such retirement or removal, 
and who imay be desirous of commuting such pension 
under the Pensions Commutation Act of 1871 to 1882 
must make application in writing to the head or heads 
of the Department to which he belonged, stating his 
desire 30 to commute, and furnishing information as to 
his age, the office waich he held, and the'amount of bis 
compensation allowance. 


2. Ifthe head of the Department to which he belonged 
shail think proper to recommend the commutation under 
the fourth clause of the 4th section of the Act of 1871, 
the person will be so informed by the head of the Depart- 
ment, and his application will be forwarded to the Com- 


mutation Board for consideration, but no application 
from any retired Civil Servant under the age of 50 years, 
for the commutation of the whole of his allowanoe, will be 
proceeded with without the special sanction of the 
Treasury.

4. The Commutation Board will require the person to 
give such information as to his health and habits as is 
usual in the case of persons proposing to assure their 
lives in assurance companies, and he will be required to 
submit himself for personal examination at the office of 
the Board at the National Debt Office, 19, Old Jewry, 
London, E.C.

7. If the applicant shall not withdraw his application 
and pay the above fee within that period the decision will 
be considered final, and the commutation of pension 
will take place absolutely. 


8. In the event of any applicant for commutation 


desiring to withdraw his application before he has been 
examined by the Medical Oftiver of the Board he shall be 
at liberty so to withdraw on payment of any expense not

by the Board on his account. 


9. It is lawful for the Treasury, upon the recommenda- 
tion of the Commutation Board, to commute part of a Civil 
Compensation Allowance, in which case it is prescribed 
that, ‘in commuting any portion of a pension after the 
first, there shall be charged a fee of not less than three 
per cent. on the further capital sum allowed, provided that 
such fee shall never be less than 6/. nor more than 50/.”

PENSIONS COMMUTATION ACT, 1871 (34 & 35 Vict., c. 86). 
[Sections 3 and 4 (omitting Sub-sections 2 and 3), 7, 9, and 10.] 


3. This Act shall apply onl: 
(1.) To officers in Her 
forces ; and 
(2.) To persons who have retired or have been 
removed from public civil offices in consequence 
of the abolition of their offices, or for the purpose 
of facilitating improvements in the organization of 
the departments to which they belonged, and to 
whom annual pensions have been granted by way 
of compensation for such retirement or removal. 

4. It shall be lawful for the Treasury, in accordance 
with such regulations as they may from time to time 
make, on the application of any person to whom this 
Act applies, to commute his pension by the payment 
of a capital sum of money, calculated according to the 
estimated duration of the life of the pension-holder, 
subject to the following provisions :— 

(L) In calculating the amount payable in respect 
of the commutation of any pension, the follow- 
ing rules shall be observed : 

(a.) The age of the pension-holder shall be 
reckoned at the age he will attain on the birth- 
day next succeeding his application for commu- 
tation ; 

().) Tn the case of impaired lives, years shall 
be added to the age of the pension-holder for the 
purpose of calculating the amount of commuta- 
tion payable to him; and in like manner a 
deduction from age shall be madeas an equivalent 
for the right to prospective increase of the 
pension to be commuted ; 

(c.) In calculating the amount payable in 
respect of any pension, interest shall be reckoned 
at a rate of not less than five pounds per centum 
per annum. 

(4.) No application for the commutation of a 
pension shall be received unless it be accompanied, 
in the case of an officer who has belonged to Her 
Majesty’s naval forces, by a recommendation | 


Majesty’s naval or land 


from the Admiralty, and in the case of an officer 
who has belonged to Her Majesty's land forces, 
by a recommendation from the War Office, and 
in the case of any other person, by a recommen- 
dation from the head of the department to which 
the applicant belongs, unless the Treasury other- 
wise direct. 

7. Subject to the provisions of this Act, the Treasury, 
may from time to time make, alter, or revoke regula- 
tions as to the following matters : 

(1.) The rules according to which applications for 
commutation are to be made or, on payment of 
a prescribed fee, to be withdrawn: 

-(2.) The tables according to which the-duration of 
life of applicants for commutation is to be caleu- 
lated for the purposes of this Act: 

(3.) The terms upon which pensions are to be com- 
muted, and the cases in which commutation is 
to be refused. 

9, If any applicant for commutation under this Act 
wilfully make any false declaration in relation to any 
matter or thing required by any regulation made in 
pursuance of this Act he shall be deemed to be guilty 
of a misdemeanour, and shall be liable on conviction to 
forfeit all claim to his pension or the value thereof, and 
to be imprisoned for any term not exceeding two years, 
with or without hard labour. 

10. If any pension-holder whose pension has been 
commuted in pursuance of this Act accepts any public 
employment, a deduction shall be made from the 
salary payable to him in respect of such employment 
equal to the amount which would have been abated 
from the pension if it had not been commuted ; and in 
the event of his becoming entitled to a pension in 
respect of such employment, the amount of such 
pension granted to him shall not exceed the amount 
which he might have received had his pension not 
been so commuted.

Act of Parliament to provide for the Payment of 


DIPLOMATIC SALARIES, ALLOWANCES, AND PENSIONS. 
32 & 33 Vict., cap. 43.—2 August, 1869. 


Short Title. 


1, This Act may be cited as “The Diplomatic Salaries, 
&e., Act, 1869,” 


Interpretation of Terms. 


3. In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires,— 
The term ‘‘Secretary of State’’ means that one of 
Her Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State who is 
entrusted with the Seals of the Department for 
Foreign Affairs, or performs the duties of that 
Department. 


4. (Repeal of previous Acts.) 


Salaries, Pensions, fc., Payable out of Annual 
Votes. 


5. All salaries, allowances, and pensions (other than 
pensions granted before the commencement of this Act) 
payable to persons in Her Majesty's Diplomatic Service, 
shall be paid out of moneys provided by Parliament, and 
shall be paid on such days and in such manner as the 
Treasury may, with the consent of the Secretary of State, 
from time to time appoint. 


Amounts of Diplomatic Pensions. 


6. The Treasury, on the recommendation of the Secre- 
tary of State, may grant pensions during life to persons 
in Her Majesty's Diplomatic Service, not exceeaing the 
salary which the pensioner may be receiving at the time 
that his active employment ceases, and not exceeding 
the following amounts; namely : 

(1.) 1,704, per annum for a 1st class pension. 

(2.) 1,8004. per annum for a nd class pension. 

(3.)_ 9004. per annum for a Srd class pensio: 

(4.)* 7004. per annum for a 4th class pension. 


Qualifications for Pension. 


7. With respect to the qualifications for pensions under 
this Act, the following provisions shall have effect : 
(1,) A person shall not be qualitied for receiving a 
pension of any class, until the expiration of 15 
years from the date of his first commission, and 
unless he has actually served in some foreign State 
or States, either continuously or on different occa- 
sions, during a time amounting in the aggregate 
to 10 years: 

A person shall not be qualified for receiving « 

pension of the }st class unless he has been an 

Ambassador, and in that capacity has actually 

resided in some foreign State or States, either con- 

tinuously or on different occasions, during a time 
amounting in the aggregate to 3 year 

A person shall not be qualified for receiving a 

pension of the Qnd class unless he has been an 

Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary 

ona Mission of the first class,t and in that capacity 

has actually resided in some foreign State or States, 

either continuously or on different occasions, 

during a time amounting In the aggregate to 
years : 

(4.) A’ person shall not be qualified for receiving a 
pension of the 3rd class unless he has been an 
Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary 
on a Mission of the second class,} or a Minister 
Plenipotentiary, or a Minister Resident, ora Chargé 
d’Affaires and Consul-General in some foreign 
State or States, or aChargéd’Aflaires in some foreign 
State or States where no other Diplomatic Repre- 
sentative is usually appointed to reside on behalf of 
Her Majesty, or an Agent and Coneul-General in

some foreign State or States where his duties have 
been generally of a political character, and in one 
or more of those capacities has actually resided in 
some foreign State or States, either continuously 
or on different occasions, during a time amounting 
in the aggregate to 5 years: 

A period of residence in any capacity which, if 
continued, would be a qualification for any class of 
pension may count as part of the qualification for 
a lower class of pension. 


(6. 


Pension to Invalided Secretaries. 


8. Where a person holding a commission as Second of 
‘Third Secretary in Her Majesty’s Diplomatic Service, and 
having served in such capacities, or one of them, for a 
period not less than five years, is constrained, from 
infirmity of mind or body, to leave that service before 
the completion of the period which would qualify him fur 
a pension under the other provisions of this Act, the 
Treasury may grant to him an allowance during his life, 
not exceeding for each year of his service in the said 
capacities, or one of them (if he has only served in one}, 
one-thirtieth part of the amount of the annual salary 
which he may be receiving ut the time that he leaves the 
service. 


Allowance in case of Bodily Injury. 


2. Where a person in Her Majesty’s Diplomatic Service, 
by reason of severe bodily injury, occasioned without his 
own default in the discharge of his duty, is constrzeined 
to leave that service before the completion ot the period 
which would qualify him for a pension under the other 
provisions of this Act, the Treasury may grant to him « 
gratuity not exceeding the amount of three months’ 
lary for every two years of service,or a pension not 
exceeding ten-sixtieths of the annual salary which he 
may be receiving at the time that he leaves the service, 


Temporary Fension on Rupture of Diplomatic 
Relations. 


10, Where a person in Her Majesty’s Diplomatic 
Service, who is serving in any foreign State in any capa- 
city, d is, by reason of war or any interruption of 
diplomatic relations, withdrawn from active service 
before he hax completed the term of service and period of 
residence which, under the provisions of this Act, woulé 
entitle him toa pension for having served in such 
capacity, the Treaaury, at the request of the Secretary of 
State, may grant to hima temporary allowance calculated 
on the rate of pension which he would have earned if he 
had continued to reside in such capacity, regard being 
had to the length and character of his services, 

Every such allowance shall cease from the date of the 
ratification of a Treaty of Peace or the renewal of dipio- 
matic relations. 


Forfeiture of Pension on Refusal to Serve 
again. 


11. 1fany person who is in receipt of a pension or tem- 
porary allowance under this Act, and has not attained the 
age of sixty years, and is not incapacitated by infimity 
of mind or body (proved to the satisfaction of the Secre- 
tary of State, by a medical certificate or otherwise), 
refuses, when required so to do by the Secretary of State, 
to proceed to any Mission which is of the same rank as 
that in respect of which his pension was granted, or to 
some Mission of higher rank, he shall forfeit his right to 


the pension and allowance.

Suspension of Payment on Holding other Offices. 

12, Where a person having any pension or allowance 
wnder this Act is appointed to any office of profit under 
the Crown, or to any office the salary of which is payable 
out of the Consolidated Fund or moneys provided by 
Parliament, whether such office is in the United Kingdom 
or not, his pension and allowance, so long as he continues 
to hold such office, shall, if the emoluments of such office 
are equal to or larger than the pension or allowance, be 
suspended, and if the emoluments of such office are less 
Chan the pension or allowance, be diminished by the 
amount of such emoluments. 


Determination of Class of Missions. 


18. It shall be lawful for Her Majesty from time to 
time to determine the foreign States the Envoys Ext 
ordinary and Ministers Plenipotentiary at which are 
thereafter to be deemed on First and Second Class 
Missions respectively for the purposes of a pension under 
this Act. 

Such determination shall be signified in writing under 
the hand of the Secretary of State to the Treasury, and 
shall be laid before both Houses of Parliament within 
fourteen days after the signing thereof, if Parliament 
be then sitting, and it Parliament be not then sitting, 
within fourteen days after the commencement of the 
next session. 

The arrangement existing at the commencement of 
this Act as to such First and Second Class Missions shall, 
until and except so far as altered under the provisions of 
this section, continue in force for the purposes of a 
pension under this Act. 


Employment beyond Limits of State. 


14. Where s person in Her Majesty's Diplomatic 
Service in actually employed beyond the limits of the 
foreign State in which, under the terms of his credentials 
or commission, he should properly reside, and is 80 
employed on special diplomatic mission or service, 


whether in or out of Her Majesty's dominions, or (being 
a Second or Third Secretary) is so employed for the 
advantage of the public service in the Department of 
Foreign Affairs in London, he shall, for the purposes of a 
pension under this Act, be deemed, during the time that 
he is so actually employed,to have been actually residing 
in such foreign State. 


Pension on Transfer from Civil (or Consular) 
to Diplomatic Service, and vice versh. 


15. Where a person in the Consular Service or In any 
other branch of the Civil Service of Her Majesty is 
appointed to some employment in the Diplomatic Ser- 
vice, or where a person in the Diplomatic Service is 
appointed to some employment in the Civil Service of 
the State in the Department of Foreign Affairs in London, 
and such person may suffer prejudice in regard to his 
retiring allowance by reason of his not continuing in his 
former service, the Treasury may award to him, on his 
retirement from active service, such pension or super- 
annuation allowance under this Act and the Super- 
annuation Act, 1859, or one of them, as in their opinion 
will. prevent his suffering such prejudice and Is just, 
having regard to his services; but save as aforesaid a 
person receiving a pension under this Act shall not be 
entitled to any superannuation allowance under the 
Saperannuation Act, 1859. (22 Vict., cap. 26.)* 

Pension, &c., to be free from Taxes. 

16. Every pension, allowance, and gratnity under this 
Act shall be paid to the person entitled to the same 
without any abatement or deauction in respect of and 
taxes or duties at present existing, except the tax upon 
income.

Condition of Grant of full Superannuations to 
public Servants not Heads of Departments.

facilitating improvements in the organization of the 
department by which economy can be effected, or 
for not less than fifteen years if his retirement is 
caused from infirmity of mind or body, permanently 
incapacitating him frum the duties of his employ- 
ment, 

the Treasury may, if they think fit, grant to him a com- 

passionate gratuity notexceeding one pound or one week's

Superannuation allowances and additional allow- 
ances to future male civil servants. 

1.—(1) The proportion of the annual salary and emolu- 
ments on which the scale of the superannuation allow- 
ances to be granted to male civil servants is to be cal- 
culated shail, in the case of civil servants who enter the 
service after the parsing of this Act, be one-eightieth 
instead of one-sixtieth, and accordingly section 2 of the 
Superannuation Act, 1859,* shall, as respects such civil 
servants, have effect as if for the words ‘‘sixtieth” and

PRECEDENCE OF DIPLOMATIC AGENTS. 


REGULATIONS annezed to the VIENNA CONGRESS TREATY, of June 9, 1815. 


In order to prevent the inconveniences which have 
frequently occurred, and which might again arise, from 
claims of precedence among different Diplomatic Agents, 
the Plenipotentiaries of the Powers who signed the Treaty 
of Paris have agreed on the following Articles, and they 
think it their duty to invite the Plenipotentiaries of 
other Crowned Heads to adopt the same regulation :— 


ArticLe I.—Diplomatic Agents are dividedinto three 
classes:—That of Ambassadors, Legates, or Nuncioa; 
that of Envoys, Ministers, or other persons accredited to 
Sovereigns: that of Chargés d’Affaires accredited to 
Ministers for Foreign Affairs. 

II. Ambassadors, Legates, or Nuncios, only, have the 
representative character. 

III. Diplomatic Agents on an extraordinary mission 
shave not, on that account, any superiority of rank. 

IV. Diplomatic Agents shall take precedence in their 
respective classes, according to the date of the official 

‘notification of their arrival. The present Regulation 


shall not cause any innovation with regard to the Repre- 
sentatives of the Pope. 

V. A uniform mode shall be determined in each State 
for the reception of Diplomatic Agents of each class. 

VI. Relations of consanguinity, or of family alliance 
between Courts, confer no precedence on their Diplo- 
matic Agents, The same rule also applies to political 
alliances. 

VII. In Acts or Treaties between several Powers 
which grant alternate precedence, the order which is to 
be observed in the signatures shall be decided by tot 
between the Ministers. 


The present Regulation is inserted in the Protocol of 
the Plenipotentiaries of the Eight Powers who signed 
the Treaty of Paris at their sitting of the 19th March, 
1815

Protocol of Conference of the Five Powers. Atz-la-Chapelle, November 21,1818 (Ministers Resident. ) 


In order to avoid inconvenient discussions which 
might in future arise upon a point of Diplomatic Eti- 
quette, which appears not to have been anticipated in 
the Annex to the Treaty of Vienna, whereby questions 
of precedence were regulated, it is agreed between the 


Five Courts, that Ministers Resident accredited to them 
shall form, with respect to their precedence, an interme- 
diate class ‘between Ministers of the Second Class and 
Chargés d’A ffaires. 


‘PRECEDENCE between CONSULAR OFFICERS and NAVAL and MILITARY 
OFFICERS. 


~The comparative precedence of Consulsand of Officers in His Majesty’s Naval and Military Services is as follows :— 


Agents and Consuls-General or Commissioners and 
Consule-General rank with, but after, Major- 
Generals, and with, but after, Rear-Admirals, ex- 
cept in the cases of the Agents and Consuls-General 
in Egypt and Zanzibar. who, occupying positions 
similar to those of Governors, take precedence of 
all Flag Officers. (See King’s Regulations and 
Admiralty Instructions, Art. 98, Clause (a). 


<Consuls-Genera] rank with, but after, Brigadiers 
and Commodores. 


Consuls rank with, but after, Colonels; and Captains 


of the Royal Navy of three years’ standing, and 
before all other such Captains, 


Vice-Consuls rank with, but after, Majors; and 
Lieutenants, R.N., of eight years’ standing. 


Consular Agents rank with, but after, Captain in 
the Army; and -Lieutenants, R.N., of less than 
eight years’ standing. 


Consular Officers take precedence amongst their 
colleagues in their respective grades according to the 
dates of the issue of their exequaturs. 


PRECEDENCE between MEMBERS of the DIPLOMATIC SERVICE and 
NAVAL and MILITARY OFFICERS attached to EMBASSIES and 
MISSIONS Abroad. 


Naval and Military Officers holding naval or military 
rank above that of Post Captain in the Navy or Colonel 
in the Army, who may be attached to His Majesty’s 
Embassies or Missions for special purposes, have Place 
and Precedence next in succession to the Head of the 
Mission for the time being, whatever his designation. 

Naval and Military Ufticers holding navalor military rank 


as Post Captain in the Navy or Colonel in the Army, or 
naval or military rank of a-lower order, who may be 
attached to His Majesty’s Embassies or Missions for 
special purposes, have Place and Precedence next in 
succession to the Councillor of Embassy, or to the First. 
Secretary at posts where the staff does not include a 
Councillor.

RULES AND REGULATIONS AS TO THE OCCUPATION AND MAINTENANCE 
OF EMBASSY AND LEGATION HOUSES, THE PROPERTY OF, OR LEASED 


BY, H.M. GOVERNMENT. 


The following Rules and Regulations in regard to 
the occupation, use, and maintenance of lands, 
buildings, furniture, &., held by H.M. Government 
in foreign countries for the use of the Diplomatic 
Service, are issued under the joint authority of the 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs and of the First 
Commissioner of H.M. Works and Public Buildings. 


GENERAL. 

Definition of Word “« Mission.” 
1. For the purpose of these Rules the word “¢ Mission” 
will be used indiscriminately, whatever may be the 
class of the Mission, aud the Chief of the Mission will 


be styled Minister, whether his official title be that of 
Ambassador, Minister, or Chargé d’Affaires. 


Responsibility of Chief of a Mission, 

2. The Chief of a Mission for the time being is, 
unless otherwise specially arranged, to be deemed the 
officer in charge thereof. He willbe responsible for 
such charge in the manner prescrited in these Rules, 
and, on entering into occupation, he will be required 
to sign an agreement in the form shown in Appendix 
<A), page 154, 


Inventories of Furniture, &c., to be kept. 


3. At each Mission are to be kept inventories of the 
furniture and other properties belonging to H.M. 
Government, and copies of all instructions and rules 
relating to the management of the same. Dupli- 
cate copies of such documents will be retained in the 
Office of Works. 


Survey of Buildings and Furniture to be made from 
time to time,—Damages, &c., to be made good. 


4. From time to time, and, if possible, on every 
change of occupation, the First Commissioner of 
Works will cause a survey of the buildings and 
furniture to be made by a duly appointed officerof his 
Department. Such officer will take note of any 
deficiency, misuse, or waste of Government furniture 
or other property, in order that the cost of replacing 

ny missing article, or of making good any damage oF 
defect arising from neglect, or unfair or improper 
usage, may be recovered from the Minister. (Bee also 
Bule 25, page 154.) 


Survey on Change of Occupation, 


5. The survey on change of occupation will, whenever 
possible, be made as soon as the outgoing Minister has 
removed his private property from the Mission. Until 
the survey hus been made, the outgoing Minister must 
retain in charge of the house some servant or other 
person, responsible to him, who may represent him 
when the survey is made. The incoming Minister 
should also be either present or represented at the 
survey, and he or his representative should sign the 
inventories and take charge of the house as soon as the 
survey is completed. 
directly with the Office of Works as to the details of 
these arrangements. 


Ministers should communicate | 


Decision of Office of Works on all matters relating to 
Maintenance, Sc., of Government Property, Appeal 
to Foreign Secretary. Treasury Decision, if appealed 
to, to be final. 

6. The First Commissioner of Works shall, after 
consultation with the Minister when necessary, decide 
all matters relating to the mainteuance and due 
preservation of the Government property before 
described, and to the expenditure of moneys thereon 
from the Vote administered by the First Commissioner. 
If, however, the Minister should be dissatistied with 
the decision of the First Commissioner, it shall beopen 
for him to appeal therefrom to the Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs. Should the Secretary of State 
concur with the decision of the First Commissioner, 
such decision shall be treated as final and conclusive. 
In the event of the Secretary of State dissenting from 
the decision of the First Commissioner. the matter in 
dispute shall be referred to the Lords Commissioners 
of the Treasury, whose decision thereon shall be 
recognised as final and conclusive by all the parties 
concerned. 


Present permanent Official Residences deemed complete.— 
Minister held Responsible for any Alterations or 
‘Additions without previous sanction. 


7. The present permanent official residences shall be 
deemed complete and suitable in all respects for the 
reception of the Ministers appointed to occupy them, 
and no alteration or addition of any kind whatsoever 
to buildings, fittings or furniture will be paid for by 
the Office of Works unless such alteration or addition 
shall have been previously approved of by the First 
Commissioner. Should any alterations or additions 
be made without such approval, the Minister makin 
them will be responsible, not only for the expense 0} 
the alterations or additions, but also for any expense 
which may be thought necessary by the First Com- 
missioner for restoring buildings, fittings, or furniture 
to their original state. 


Structural Repairs when required by urgent necessity. 


8, In cases where structural repairs have been 
ordered by the Minister without the previous sanction 
of the First Commissioner the onus of proving urgent 
necessity rests upon the Minister (see also Rule 16, 


page 183). 


Requisitions for Erection, §c., of Buildings, or for 
Purchasing of Property, 8. 

9, All requisitions for the erection of buildings, or 
for works connected therewith, for purchases’ of 
property, anu for purchases of furniture, are to be 
sent, immediately the necessity arises, to the Office of 
Works. Proposals involving large expenditure should 
be sent so as to reach that Department in London 
before the middle of October, eo that, if approved by 
the First Commissioner, there may be time to submit, 
them to the Treasury for consideration with the 
annual estimate for tlie following year. 


Precautions to be taken against Fire. 
10. Ministers are to use all reasonable precautions 


against fire, and when fire-engines or other appliauces 
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are supplied, they are to satisfy themselves that the 
same are examined from time to time, and, if 
necessary, worked, in order to ascertain that they are 
in an efficient state. 


Responsibility of the Chargé d’ Affaires in event of death 
of a Minister. 

11, In the event of the death of a Minister or other 
vacancy in the post, the Chargé d’Affaires will be 
responsible to H.M. Government for the proper cus- 
tody of Government property. He should at once 
report to the First Commissioner the arrangements 
which he makes for this purpose, and should apply 
for his sanction to any expenditure that it may be 
necessary to incur. 


Care of Residences in case of there being two. 


12, At Missions where two official residences exist, 
as at Constantinople, Tehran, and Peking, the care of 
the residence that may be unoccupied, as Well as of the 
Government furniture that may be therein, will 
devolve upon the Minister, but the caretaker’s wages 
will be paid by the Office of Works. 


Holding of Auctions upon Government Premises 
Forbidden, 


13, The holding of auctions of private effects in or 
upon Government premises is strictly forbidden. 


BUILDINGS AND GRouNDS. 
Maintenance of Fabric of Buildings, $<. 


14, The fabric of all Government buildings, with the 
permanent fixtures thereto attached, the boundary 
walls, entrance gates and approaches, will be kept in 
an efficient state of repair by the Office of Works. 


External Painting and Internal Papering, Sc. 


15. Periodical painting and colouring externally, 
and papering, painting, colouring, &., internally, 
will be done by the Office of Works. External painting 
will, as a rule, not. be executed more frequently than 
once in every three or four years; nor internal 
painting more frequently than’ once in every seven 
years. Painting at shorter intervals than these will 
not be paid for by the Office of Works unless specially 
authorised beforehand by the First. Commissioner, 
who must be satisfied that the need for it has arisen 
only from fair wear and tear. 


Damage by Storm, Fire, §¢. 
16. In case of damage by storm, fire, or other 
casualty, the expense of restoration will be borne by 
the Office of Works, provided the Minister can show 
to the satisfaction’ of the First Commissioner of 
Works that the damage was in no way due to neglect 
of proper precautions. In such cases the Minister 
may order urgent repairs to be executed at once ; but 
where the damage is extensive, and the outlay 
required will be large, he is, if possible, to obtain an 
estimate of the cost of repairing the damage, and to 
submit it to the First Commissioner before ordering 
any but the most indispensable repairs. 


Renewal of Fittings and Fixtures, Petty Additions and 
“Alterations and Ordinary Cleaning. 


17, The cost of renewing fittings and fixtures, worn 
out by fair wear and tear, will be borne by the Office of 
Works, as well as the cost of petty household repairs.* 
Petty additions and alterations, however, effected by 
the Minister without authority will, under Rule 7, not 
be paid for by the Officeof Works. ‘The Minister must 
himself defray the cost of ordinary and periodical 
cleaning, including the sweeping of chimneys, the 
cleaning of kitchen flues and boilers, and of tanks and 
cisterns. 
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Warming, Lighting, and Supply of Water.—Su; of 
Fuel; Blectric Current, Cas and Water. sie 


18. As regards warming, lighting, and the su of 
water, the Office of Works, under the Toregoing Wale, 
will provide, maintain, and repair the necessary 
apparatus and fittings ; but, except at Missions where 
such payments are specially provided for, the Minister 
will be required to bear ‘all charges for the actual 
supply of fuel, electric current, gas, and water. 


Maintenance of Gardens and Pleasure Grounds. 


19. The Minister will defray all expenses necessary 
for the care and maintenance in good order of gardens: 
and pleasure grounds, the Missions at Peking, Tokio, 
Bangkok, and Zanzibar excepted.t Atthese laces the 
grounds generally will be maintained at the cost of 
the Office of Works, but no portion of the cost of 
maintaining private inclosures, kitchen gardens, or 
tennis lawns will be defrayed out of public funds, 


Disinfection of Premises. 


20. Whenever, in consequence of the occurrence of 
contagious or infectious disease in the household of @ 
Minister, disinfection has become necessary in order 
to protect the health of the inmates, the Minister wil} 
be held responsible for providing that the premises are 
sufficiently disinfected, and for procuring from » 
medical officer a certificate that this has been done. 


FURNITURE. 
In Embassy and Legation Houses. 


21. In Embassy or Legation houses, the property 
of H.M. Government, the receptiou-robms, together 
with the staircase and corridor leading thereto, 
the principal entrance and hall will be provided 
at the public expense with the necessary articles 
of furniture. The study and the Chancery or offices 
will also be suitably furnished at the public expense. 
Muslin curtains, rugs other than hearthrugs, fire- 
screens, clocks, chimney ornaments, table lamps and 
candlesticks, and other decorative articles will not be 
supplied. Where articles of the above description have 
been supplied in the past, they will be included in 
inventories and left for use by Ministers, but when 
worn out they will not be replaced. Furniture for al} 
other portions of the house must be provided and kept 
in repair by the Minister himself. 


In Apartments. 


‘The apartments in the several houses which will be 
furnished at the public expense are given in detail in 
Appendix B, page 154. 


Movable Articles to be Stamped. 


22. All movable articles belonging to H.M. Govern- 
ment are to be stamped or otherwise marked with 
the Royal arms or the Royal cypher and broad 


arrow, thus G. ¥ R. 


Renewal and Repair, —Periodical Cleaning. 


23. The Office of Works, subject to the provisions 
contained in the two following rules, will bear the cost 
of renewing and repairing the Government furniture 
in the State Rooms and Chanceries detailed in 
‘Appendix B, but the cost of ordinary and periodical 
cleaning, including the beating of carpets, the cleaning 
or washing of curtains, holland covers, &c., must be 
borne by the Minister. 


Old Furniture Replaced by New. 


24, The sanction of the First Commissioner of Works: 
must be obtained before old furniture is replaced by 
new, and such sanction will only be granted when @ 
reasonable time has elapsed siice the articles to be

Ministers Responsible for Preservation of Furniture and 
for Repairs of Defects caused by Improper Use.— 
Damage by Animals, Birds, §¢., and by Pictures 
being on Walls, : 


25. Ministers will be held personally responsible for 
the due preservation of the official furniture, and for 
the immediate repair, at their personal cost, of defects 
arising from neglect, or unfair or improper use, It is 
to be distinctly understood that the Office of Works 
will refuse to defray the cost of renewing or repairing 
any article of furniture, carpets, curtains, &c., which 
may be destroyed or damaged by the keeping of 
animals, birds, &c., and that all such damage must be 
completely made gooil at the sole cost of the Minister. 
It is also to be understood that pictures are not to be 
hung, nor brackets, &c., fixed on walls covered with 
silk or similar material, and that where this rule has 
been disregarded, any damage caused thereby must be 
made good by the Minister at his own cost. 


Furniture, §c., not to be Removed without Written 
ion, % 


26. Furniture or other Government property is not, 
without the written sanction of the Office of Works, to 
be removed from the buildings or apartments for which 
it has been provided; and this prohibition extends 
equally to the removal of furniture from one Mission 
honse to another, as from Pera to Therapia, Tehran to 
Gulhek, or Peking to the Hill Station. 


‘State Room Furniture provided by the Minister. 


27. In any case where a Minister may himself 

rovide furniture for rooms which he is entitled to 
fave furnished at the public expense, the Office of 
Works will pay, for the use and wear and tear of the 
furniture provided by the Minister, an annual allow- 
ance calculated at the rate of 7} per cent. on the sum 
that the Department estimates it would cost it to 
furnish the said rooms to the same extent. (See 
Appendix C, page 155.) 


Accounts. 


Accounts to be Rendered Quarterly.—Currency and 
Rate of Exchange. 


28. As soon as possible after the 30th June, 30th 
September, 3lst December, and 31st March in each 
year the Minister should render to the Office of Works 
an account current (in a form which will be provided 

* by that Department) of receipts and payments in the 
quarter, with supporting vouchers. Care should be 
taken to include in such account all transactions 
dealing with receipts and payments which have taken 
place within the quarter. The amounts should be 
given in the account in currency, a note of thesterling 
amount of any Bill of Exchange, and of the rate at 
which it was- negotiated, being inserted in the 
“Schedule of Sums Received,” under the headin 
“Detail” in the form in question. Should no cas 
transaction have taken place, an account should be 
rendered in which the fact should be stated. 


Vouchers. 


29. Where. vouchers are made out in a lan, 
other than English or French, a brief transl 
précis should accompany the voucher. 


Audit.—Amended Accounts.—Items disallowed. 


30. The Minister will be informed immediately after 
the examination of an account either that its correct- 
ness is admitted, subject to any question by the 
Comptroller and Auditor-General, ur that it has been 
amended. If amended, particulars of the alterations 
will be given, and the adjustment required by the 
Office of Works must be forthwith accepted by the 
Minister and made in the next account rendered by 
him. Should the Minister see cause to object to any 
alterations made by the Office of Works he should 
represent his views fully to the First Commissioner,

Drawing Bills. 


31. The Minister is to defray charges incurred: im 
accordance with these Regulations, and for this 
purpose may provide himself with funds by drawing a 

ill on H.M. Paymaster-General at tliree days’ sight. 
He should notify the fact to the Office of Works’ b 
post on the day on which the Bill is drawn, and should, 
with his letter, forward a certificate by a banker o© 
merchant of the rate of exchange. 


Separate Accounts, 


32. Ministers are requested toarrange that tradesmem 
should not include in bills payable by the Office of 
Works any items of expenditure payable by the 
Minister. “ Separate accounts sliould be rendered for 
works ordered by, or on behalf of, the Office of Works. 
and for works ordered op behalf of the Minister. 


Tradesmen's Accounts to be Rendered Quarterly. 


33. It is very desirable that tradesmen’s accounts. 
for work done on behalf of the Office of Works should 
be rendered regularly at the conclusion of each 
quarter, and Ministers should use their influence to- 
insure such regularity.

.RULES AND REGULATIONS AS TO THE CARE OF THE PROPERTY OF H.M. 
GOVERNMENT AT THE TREATY PORTS IN CHINA AND JAPAN. 


THE Lords Commissioners of H.M. Treasury hav- 
ing transferred to the Commissioners of H.M, Works 
and Public Buildings the charge of all the lands, 
buildings, furniture, and other property belonging to 
H.M. Government at the several Treaty ports in China 
and Japan, it is desirable that the following Rules 
and Regulations should be observed in the charge, use, 
and occupation of the said properties. 

H.M. Ministers, Consuls, Vice-Consuls, Judges, 
Assistant Judges, and other Heads of Departments, 
who respectively have the use and occupation of 
buildings, furniture, or other property velonging to 
H.M. Government, are to be deemed officers incharge 
thereof, and to be responsible respectively for such 
charge in the manner prescribed by these Rules :— 


Registers of Properties. 
1, All freehold, leasehold, and other Government 


properties at or in the respective Legations are to be 
registered in the Office of Works at Shanghai. 


Inventories of Furniture, &e.* 


2. At each Legation, Consulate, Vice-Consulate, 
and at the offices of the Chief Judge and the Assistant 
Judge, is to be kept a Register of buildings, lands, 
furniture, &., containing a complete description of 
the lands and buildings, inventories of the furniture 
and other properties belonging to the Government, 
and copies of all Circulars relative to the management 
of the same. 


Liability of an Officer pending Appointment of a 
Successor. 

3. On the removal of an officer in charge from a 
station, his successor is to examine, sign, and date 
the Register, and to become responsible for its cor- 
rectness, and for the safe custody of the property until 
he shall be relieved of bis duties. 


Periodical Examination of Registers by Assistant 
Surveyor of Works. 


4. The Registers at the several Treaty ports are to 
be periodically examined and checked by the Assistant 
Surveyor of Works and the officers in charge, who are 
directed to afford the Assistant Surveyor every facility 
in making periodical examinations of the Government 
property and in verifying the Registers. 


Boundaries of Properties. 


5. Where any doubts exist as to the actual extent of 
the Government landsat any of the ports, the officers 
in charge are to have the boundaries clearly defined, 
and to take care that they are not interfered with. 


Interference with Properties, 


6, Officers in charge are also to take means (or 
in ‘case they are unable to do so, to apply to 
H.M. Minister and to the Assistant Surveyor for 
ald) to prevent the public bodies, municipalities, of 
private individuals from carrying ‘out works, such as 
drains, roads, buildings, warehouses, bunds, piers, &c., 
which may directly injure or encroach upon any of 
the rights appertaining to the property of H.M. 
Government. 


Bvery Building to have a fixed name. 


J. Every building is to be known by a fixed name, 
which is not to be changed without the knowledge of 
the Assistant Surveyor at Shanghal, who is to report 
the change to the First Commissioner of Works. 


Custody of Properties. 


8, The officer in charge at each station is to be held 
responsible for the safe custody and the proper use of 
the grounds and buildings belonging to the station. 


Unoceupied Buildings. 


9. When any building is unoccupied, the officer in 
charge at the station is to see that it is kept fit to 
receive a new occupant, 


Change of Officers. 


10. On the removal of an officer from any station 
the officer left in charge is to take over and deliver up 
the Government property to the incoming officer, 
each officer noting in the Register the actual con- 
dition of the buildings, offices, furniture, and other 
property when the respective transfers are made. 


Non-occupation of Buildings, &c., by Non-authorised 
Persons. 


11, No buildings or premises are to be occupied or 
used by persons who are not entitled to be provided 
with accommodation at the Government expense 
without the previous sanction of the First Commis- 
sioner of Works. 


Non-alteratton of Buildinge, de. 


12, No alterations in the buildings or properties are 
tobe made, or the uses for which they were originally 
intended to be changed, without previous communi- 
cation with the Assistant Surveyor. 


Proposals for New Buildings, Purchase of Property, 
or other Services, 


13, All proposals for new buildings, purchases of 
property, lodging allowances in lieu of house accom- 
modation, and purchases of furniture, must be sent, 
immediately the necessity arises, to the Assistant 
Surveyor at Shanghai, and in time to admit of proper 
reference to the First Commissioner of Works. 


Sudden Emergencies. 


14, The Assistant Surveyor will be authorized to act 
without the previous authority of the First Commis- 
sioner incase of sudden emergencies, but only on 
condition that officers in charge report to the 
Assistant Surveyor all the circumstances of the case 
immediately the necessity arises. 


Treasury Sanction for large Expenditure. 


15, Proposals involving large expenditure are to be 
sent to the Assistant Surveyor at Shanghai by or 
before the month of October, in order that they may 
be submitted to the First Commissioner in time to 
obtain Treasury authority for including the cost 
thereof in the annual estimates for the following 
year. 


Non-purchase or Hire of Houses, &c., without sanction. 


16, No houses or premises are to be purchased or 
hired without the sanction of the First Commissioner 
or the Assistant Surveyor. 


Form of Application. 


17, Applications for purchasing or hiring premises 
are to state: the situation, extent, and vaiue of the 
premises ; reasons for having made the selection ; in- 
tended appropriation; amount of rent, conditions of 
hiring, &.; length of term proposed; state of re- 


* All Government Officers concerned are to send on the Ist January in each year to the Board’s Architect 
at Shanghai a certificate that the articles of Government property in their charge have been checked and 
found correct, and that a note has been made on the inventory to that effect.

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pair; whether the proprietor will undertake to keep 
the premises in proper repair; probable cost of making 
any alterations which may be required, and whether 
the proprietor will pay for making the alterations; 
and no liability for expenditure is to be incurred with- 
out the previous approval of the Assistant Surveyor. 


Claims for Lodging Allowances. 


18. Claims for lodging or house allowances are to be 
accompanied by a full report from the officer in charge 
of the station, explaining the necessity for granting 
the allowances. It will then be the duty of the 
Assistant, Surveyor to ascertain and certify that the 
claim is fair and reasonable, and that by granting the 
allowance the most economical course has been 
pursued. 


Assistant Surveyor's Responsibility. 


19, The Assistant Surveyor of Works is to be held 
responsible for the proper repair and maintenance of 
all the Government buildings and properties under 
his charge, and he is to take steps to prevent un- 
authorized works being executed without his sanction, 
reporting the circumstances to the First Commissioner 
of Works. 


Office of Works to pay for Oficcs. 
20, The Assistant Surveyor of Works will pay out 
of the amount allowed for incidental services the cost 
of urgent ordinary tenants’ repairs for offices used for 
public business, if exeented by order of the officer in 
charge of the ottice, provided the cause and nature of the 
repair is reported to and approved by the Assistant 
Sur, eyor when the claim is presented for payment. 


Ofice of Works to pay for all Landlord's Repairs. 
21, Government fittings and fixtures, whether in 
residences or offices requiring repair, arising from fair 
wear and tear, may be repaired or replaced by the | 
officer in charge of @ residence or office, provided he 
reviously obtains the sanction of the Assistant 
Surveyor to effect such repairs. In very urgent cases | 
of repairs, the officer in charge of a residence or office 
inay effect the repairs of fittings and fixtures before | 
receiving the Assistant Surveyor's sanction, provided 
the officer reports the circumstances of the case im- 
mediately the necessity arises. The Assistant Sur- 
veyor is then to ascertain and certify to the First 
Commissioners of Works that the repairs were abso- 
lutely necessary, and that the prices charged for them 
are fair and reasonable. 


Residents to pay for ordinary Tenant's Repairs. 


22, Officers in charge of residences are to be respon- 
sible for keeping them in a tenantable condition, and 
to pay for the current household repairs ordinarily 
paid by & tenant, stich as replacing broken glass, 
repairing locks and keys, repairing and hanging bells, 
replacing catches and hooks on Venetian shutters, 
windows, and doors; easing and rehanging shutters, 
windows, and doors, and repairing and resetting 
grates: provided always, that when the Assistant | 
Burveyor shall, on reriodical inspection, consider that 
sueh are required in consequence of ordinary wear and 
tear, he shall have authority to cause thei to be ex- 
ecuted at the public expense. 


Urgent Repairs. 


23, Officers in charge of properties or buildings 
which may be damaged by storms or other casualties, 
may order small or temporary urgent repairs to be 
executed at once; but where the damage is extensive, 
and the outlay required for permanent works will be 
large, the officer in charge is to obtain the advice and 
sanction of the Assistant Surveyor before ordering 
any permanent works to be executed. 

24, In all cases of urgent repairsarising from storms 
or other casualties, officers in charge of properties of 
bnildings so damaged are to report their reasons fully 
to the Assistant Surveyor for having exper.ded money 
upon temporary repairs, or for proposing to irteur ex- 
penditure upon permanent works. 


Payments for works done by Officers in charge. 


25. Payinents for works previously authorized, and 
for urgent repairs sanctioned by the Assistant Sur- 
veyor, and executed by order of the officer in charge 
of any building, are to be made from the Legation or 
Consular chest, and the amounts so paid will be re- 
funded by the Assistant Surveyor upon receiving duly 
signed vouchers, in duplicate, made out on the proper 
official form. 

(Proper forms for the vouchers will be supplied upon 
application to the Assistant Surveyor of Works at 
Shanghai.) 

28. Vouchers for repayment should be despatched in 
time to reach the Office of Works at Shanghai at such 
date before the end of each quarter es will admit of 
the amount being refunded at once. At stations 
where it is impossible to supply vouchers to and 
receive payment from the Office of works before the 
close of the quarter in which the repairs or works are 
executed, payment for such repairs or works should 
be deferred until the subsequent quarter, in order that 
no entries may appear in the Consular accounts for 
advances from the Consular chest on account of the 
Office of Works. 

27. All moneys paid by offcers in charge of pro- 
perties or buildings in any other currency than dollars 
must be entered in the vouchers in dollars. 


Cooking-stoves or cooking ranges. 


28. Cooking-stoves or cooking-ranges which have 
hitherto been supplied by H.M. Government, or 
the Office of Works, together with utensils belong- 
ing to them, are to be entered in the register in the 
same manner as other Government property, and wll 
be maintained in working order; but no other stoves, 
cooking-ranges, or utensils are to be supplied by the 
Office of Works. 


Supply of Books. 

29, All books, legal and others, are to be obtained 

a3 heretofore on requisition from the Stationery Office, 

and they are to be stamped with the office seal, and 

the namie of the office to which they belong is to be 
marked on the title-page. 


Supply of Furniture. 


30. Articles of furniture of a plain and durable de- 
scription will be furnished at the public expense to 
the following rooms, viz.:—the Chancery offices at 
Peking and Yedo [Tokio], the Judicial and Consular 
Offices in China and Japan; Court-room and jail 
fittings, and partial furniture for the Students’ quar- 
ters only at Peking and Yedo [Tokio]. 

31. The business rooms of the Ministers, Judges, and 


| Consuls are to be supplied with carpets or matting. 


32. The offices of the Supreme Court, Consular and 
other offices used for public business are to be supplied 
with chairs, tables, desks, presses for books and 
stationery, and fenders and fire-irons, all of good and 
durable quality. 

33, Any furniture or other articles desired by any 
officer beyond the regulated provision are to be pro- 
vided, aud must be removed by the officers at their 
own expense. 

34. Before additional furniture is purchased, or old 


| articles replaced by new ones at the public expense, it 


must be shown that additional furniture is absolutely 
necessary, and that a reasonable time has elapsed since 
the articles to be replaced were originally supplied. 

35. In order to guard against the misuse or waste 
of furniture or other office moveable property, officers 
in charge of offices will be held responsible for their 
due preservation and for the immediate repair of 
defects arising from accidents or unfair use, the cost 
of which is not to be charged to the Office of Works. 

36, All movable articles belonging to H.M. Govern- 
ment are to be marked with the Royal Cypher and 
Broad Arrow, thus,G. * R. The brand will be sup- 
plied by the Office of Works. 


Watchmen. 


37. Watchmen paid by the Government are to be 
employed solely for the Protection of the publie offices 
ene grounds and not for the private residences of 
officers, 
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Boats, 


38. The cost of renewing or repairing boats, boat 
furniture, boatmen’s uniform, flags, running rigging, 
sails, awnings, &c., is not to be charged tothe Office 
of Works. 

39. New boats are to be of plain construction (sub- 
stantial gigs), built of teak or other durable wood, 
copper riveted, about 26 feet in length, 5 feet 6 inches 
in the beam, 2 feet 2 inches in depth, square sterned, 
and fitted for four oars. 

40. Applications for new boats are to be sent to 
H.M. Minister, accompanied with a report ot the 
age and service of any boat which may be worn out, 
or. of the reason for applying for an additional boat. 


Flags. 
41* 


42. The cost of running rigging and repairs to 
flagstaffs is to be charged to the Office of Works. 


Precautions against Fire. 


43. Officers in charge are to use all reasonable pre- 
caution to protect Government property from fire. 

44. Each public building is to be provided with one 
** extincteur” and at least twelve fire-buckets, which 
are to be kept in the verandahs, lobbies, or other 
equally convenient place, filled with water and ready 
for immediate use. 


45. All fireplaces are to be provided with cinder- 
boxes or trays to fit, and strong, close-mesh wire 
guards; no live cinders are to be carried across the 
rooms, nor are the fires in the grates to be raked out ; 
but when done with each fire is to be protected with 
its wire guard. 

46. The foregoing articles will be supplied on requist- 
tion by the Othice of Works, and the officer in charge 
of each building will be held responsible for their 
being kept at all times in working order: and where 
a fire-engine is stationed the officer in charge is to see 
that it is always in working order. 


Report upon any Fires which may have broken out. 


47. In the event of a fire breaking out in any of the 
Government buildings, the officer in charge is im- 
mediately to assemble a Court of Inquiry to ascertain 
the origin of the fire, and to inquire into the workin, 
condition of the foregoing appliances at the time o' 
the fire, and the result of their use. He is then to 
draw up a Report of all the circumstances and send 
copies of his Report to H.M. Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs and the First Commissioner of Works 
and Public Buildings. 

48. The Assistant Surveyor of Works (if within easy 
reach) is, by virtue of his office, to be a member of the 
Board of Inquiry.

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ACT OF PARLIAMENT FOR PRESERVING THE PRIVILEGES OF 


AMBASSADORS AND OTHER PUBLICK MINISTERS OF FOREIGN PRINCES AND 


STATES.* 


(7 Ann, cap. 12, 1708.) 


Reasons for passing this Act. 


Wnereas several turbulent and disorderly persons 
having in a most outragious manner insulted the person 
of His Excellency Andrew Artemonowitz Matueof, Am- 
bassador Extraordinary of his Czarish Majesty, Emperor 
of Great Hussia, Her Majesties goed friend and ally, 
by arresting him, and taking him by violence out 
of his coach in the publick street, and detaining him 
in custody for several hours, in contempt of the pro- 
tection granted by Her Majesty, contrary to the Law of 
Nations, and in prejudice of the rights and privileges 
which Ambassadors and other publickMinisters, authorised 
and received ss such, have at all times been thereby 
possessed of, and ought to be kept sacred and inviolable.

AU Process against Ambassadors Void. 


3. And to prevent the like insolences for the future, be 
it further declared by the authority aforesaid, that all 
writs and processes that shall at any time hereafter be 
sued forth or prosecuted, whereby the person of any 
Ambassador, or other publick Minister of any foreign 
Prince or State, authorised and received as such by Her 
Majesty, Her Heirs or Successors, or the domestick, or 
domestick servant of any such Ambassador, or other 
Publick Minister, may be arrested or imprisoned, or his or 
their goods or chattels may be distrained, seized or 
attached, shall be deemed and adjudged to be utterly 
null and void, to all intents, constructions, and purposes 
whatsoever.

4, And . . . . incase any person or persons shall 
presume to sue forth or prosecute any such writ or process,

credible witness or witnesses, before the Lord Chancellor,

6. And that no person shall be proceeded against as 
having arrested the servant of an Ambassador or Publick 
Minister, by virtue of this Act, unless the name of such” 
servant be first registred in the office of one of the 
Principal Secretaries of State, and by such Secretary 
transmitted to the Sheriffs of London and Middlesex for 
the time being, or their Under Sheriffs or Deputies, who 
shall, upon the receipt thereof, hang up the same in some 
publick place in their offices, whereto all persons may 
resort, and take copies thereof, without fee or reward.] 


7... . . . . all Sheriffs, Bailiffs, and other 
officers and ministers of justice, concerned in the exe- 
cution of process, are herehy required to have regard 
to this Act, as they will answer the contrary at their 


peril.
